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NINETEENTH CENTURY CATHOLIC SERIALS 


INTRODUCTION 

Since September, 1954 the undersigned has been preparing for the RECORDS 
of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a bibliographical 
survey and union list of nineteenth century Catholic serials in the U.S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians 
realized the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more 
than 1,200 Catholic titles which had appeared throughout the nineteenth 
century; Gregory“s UNION LIST OF SERIALS and AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS include 
fewer than 50 % of the titles now known and do not provide anything 
beyond the briefest bibliographical descriptions. For the librarian 
the articles in the RECORDS have offered a guide for the preservation 
of materials at hand, the location of titles in other institutions, 
and a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions of source materials in 
American history. To date the following articles have appeared or are 
scheduled for early printing in the RECORDS: volume, page and date 
references are given for each state; in addition are listed the 
volumes published as separates by the Catholic University of America 
Press:

At present we have completed more manuscript than can be accomodated 
within the RECORDS in the near future. Therefore, the Catholic 
University of America Press has begun a "Second Series" which includes 
those states with an extensive history, such as Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana, New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
and a few others while the RECORDS, in the series we now designate as 
"First," will continue to carry the articles on those states with 
briefer histories such as those listed above. Thus, there are two 
series, with cross-references to each other. 

New features of the Second Series are alphabetical and chronological 
charts for each state to enable the researcher to determine quickly 
what publications were in existence at any given period. There is 
also an index of personal names and of titles for each state. 

Other features which are continued from the First Series are the 
notes on frequency, the type and degree of Catholicity; these are 
indicated as follows: 

1. "Catholic by purpose": 

a. official organ of a diocese; 

b, originated by an Order; 

c# conducted by a priest or Catholic layman. 

2. "Catholic by attitude" basically but with other primary purposes. 

3„ "Catholic by national tradition", which is used chiefly for 

foreign publications whose primary aims were national or patriotic. 



References to library holdings are given in National Union Catalog symbols. 


In each part of this Second Series we are repeating the General 
Bibliography, revised from its original appearance in Sept. 195^+ issue 
of the RECORDS. A special bibliography continues to precede the 
description of entries for each state. 

Finally, it should be clearly noted that the compiler regards these 
articles as preliminary rather than definitive and that the emphasis 
is on bibliography and format rather than contents of the publications. 

We request users to furnish us with corrections on either the descriptive 
matter or the library holdings. We are also anxious to join any 
cooperative movement toward the preservation of these source materials 
for American church history.

Michigan was French during its missionary period (16U1- 
1832). At the present city of Detroit was located Fort 
St. Joseph, a place known for its Indian trade. 

Missionaries were sent to the first settlers by the 
Bishop of Quebec. They came to the Fort in 1701 and the 
first chapel was built and this was the first in the 
Northwest. 

There may be a forerunner to the first Catholic 
newspaper in Michigan, as McMurtrie tells us 
(p» 15 and Appendix A) % without proof; there is 
a legend of a press having existed in 1750 in 
East Jordan on which the Mormons had printed a 
paper, and a Jesuit, Rev. Janois, a Bible and 
a NEWS LETTER. 

The British governed that part of the country. Only a 
few white settlers came to Detroit by 1796 when the U. S. 
had taken over the southern part. The U. S. hierarchy 
assumed control and the bishop of Baltimore sent a priest 
to Detroit's St. Anne Parish. Another priest. Rev. Gabriel 
Richard^arrived in 1798 and became pastor. He remained 
there until his death. (Details of Father Richard are given 
under the discussion of his paper MICHIGAN ESSAY). In 
1805 the U. S .9 created the Territory of Michigan with about 
U,000 inhabitants and Detroit was named the capital. In 
the same year almost all of the buildings, including St. 
Anne's, burned. Father Richard did much to rebuild, 
established schools, tried to bring some culture to the 
adults, brought in a press, and began printing books. 

The first newspaper was printed for the schools and the 
books and newspapers were in French and English. He 
was the only priest there for many years. He was asked 
to lecture about Christianity to the Protestants and 
helped to found the University of Michigan. In that 
year the city got its first secular weekly newspaper, 
the DETROIT GAZETTE, which is a good source for the 
events of the following years. Only in 1818 was 
territorial land offered for sale. For the most part 
settlers came from the Eastern states. Of the Catholics 
who settled, there were about 6,000 Irish and Germans 
for whom two priests cared for five churches. After an 
ecclesiastical change from Baltimore to Bardstown(l808), 
Michigan was given over to the Diocese of Cincinnati 
(1821 - 1833)® In 1822 Father Richard was elected 
Delegate to Congress for one term. In 1823 the DETROIT 
GAZETTE (Je 11) announced a PROSPECTUS OF A FRENCH 
PAPER, but did not develop further until LA GAZETTE 
FRANCAISE appeared in 1825 for a short time. After the 
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1832 death of Father Richard,, fourteen priests were scattered 
around the vast area of the territory. The Diocese of 

I 833-37 Detroit was created with Friedrich Rese as the first 

Bishop. He was a German, ordained in Rome and sent to the 
German settlements in Ohio, "Wisconsin and Michigan. He 
built churches and planned a ’’Catholic newspaper" to which 
he assigned the Rev. Bernard O'Cavanagh. Father O'Cavanagh 
has experience of this type because he worked on THE 
CATHOLIC PRESS in Hartford, Conn. The Bishop fell mentally 
ill and the project was never started. In 1837 Michigan 
became a state and complete freedom of religion was granted. 
Detroit remained the capital city until 18U7 when Lansing 
became the capital. 

1837-69 Peter Paul Lefevre was the Coadjutor and second Bishop. 

He was a Belgian with high ideals who organized temperance 
societies. During this period there is no record of a 
periodical as an organ. The Bishop founded tjie first 
diocesan newspaper,, the "WESTERN CATHOLIC REGISTER,, but 
did not see its first anniversary issue. He turned over 
the printing equipment he received from Father Richard 
to two Frenchmen to begin printing French papers, q.v. 

L'AMI DE LA JEU1FESSE and LE CITOYEN ( 18)43 and 1850). 

Under his leadership the first German paper, AURORA, was 
founded in l85l. In I 8 I 4 I 4 a part of the Michigan territory 
was taken away for the diocese of Milwaukee and in l85>7 
the northern part of the state was taken for the first 
suffragan diocese of Detroit. This was Sault-Ste. Marie, 
called Marquette in 1865. There were fifteen priests and 
twenty-one churches by 1868 and later grew to 62 priests 
and 50 churches. Some French papers were located in Lake 

1870-88 Linden and Marquette in the l880 ! s. Casper H. Borgers 

was Coadjutor and third Bishop. He took over the diocese 
with 80 priests and 80 churches. He was a German who 
had come to America as a boy and was ordained in 181|7. 

V/hen THE ANTI-ROMAN ADVOCATE ceased publication in Detroit 
{Farmer 679) he was 'able to found the second diocesan 
organ. This was in 1872. It vra.s the "WESTERN HOME JOURNAL 
which still exists and is known as the MICHIGAN CATHOLIC. 
Poles began arriving in the early 1860's and their first 
newspaper, the GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKAj appeared in I 87 U. 

This was the beginning of six papers. The bishop founded 
a Polish seminary (1887) shortly before his resignation. 

He left 20 churches, one for the Bohemians who did not 
have any official organ, one for the Poles and another 
for the Germans. If THE CATIKLIC LITERARY CIRCULAR, 
(reviewed on Ag 29 1881, p. I 4 of "WESTERN HOME JOURNAL: 

’’a keenly critical journal, well written, the current 
July number on of the best") was published in Detroit 
or somewhere in Michigan, we were not able to find out, 
only that in Detroit a Literary Society existed at that 

l882ff„ time. In 1882 a second suffragan diocese was created. 

Grand Rapids. Its bishop was Henry Joseph Richter who 
ruled until 1916. He was a German who made the diocese 
prosper. Harbor Springs was a part of the diocese. There 
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was an Indian paper, the CATHOLIC FAMILY READER, in 
Ladington and a French paper in Muskegon. The Bishop 
did not start a diocesan paper but supported that of 
Detroit with his recommendation which had introduced 
a special column for Grand Rapids. 

1888 - 

1918 The fourth bishop was John Samuel Foley, a native 
American. Detroit had meanwhile developed into an 
industrial metropolis with thousands of foreigners 
who worked in the state. Of the Catholic population 
the Irish had the greatest numbers followed by the 
Germans and the Poles. The Slavs and the Italians had 
no periodical publications. The Bishop cared a great 
deal for the foreigners, especially the Poles. Of the 
171 cities in the diocese only a very few have two 
churches with Monroe having three. Besides Kalamazoo 
and Nazareth which had a parish and a school paper, 
none had attempted a Catholic periodical publication. 



THE FOREIGNERS 


THE INDIANS» If the NEWS LETTER of 1750 was a legend, then only 
in 1896 was a periodical in an Indian language created in the 
mission of Harbor Springs. 

THE FRENCH; The French were exclusively the first settlers in 
Michigan. They came from Canada, especially after the Revolt of 
1837. They kept the fighting spirit against the Canadian 
government in most of their papers which remained basically 
Catholic. A Prospectus in 1823, the first paper in 1825, then 
others in 18U3 and 1850, were only short lived attempts in 
Detroit as well as in the state and only one had continued to 
1900 o 

THE IRISH: The Irish had some Celtic societies but there was 
no official organ in that language, since they could use all 
the publications appearing in English. Since they constituted 
a high percentage of the subscribers, the editors took care, 
more or less, of the special Irish interests. The DETROIT 
CATHOLIC VINDICATOR and the WESTERN HOME JOURNAL may be called 
•Irish,” but there is no special Irish society paper. 

THE GERMANS: Around I 8 J 4.3 the Germans had a leading German 
priest, Father Martin Kundig, who was associated with the 
German papers in Milwaukee. These settlers were not able to 
support a paper of their own but their needs were taken care 
of by the secular paper MICHIGAN VOLKSBLATT (1853 ff.) which 
proclaimed its 11 true religious tolerance” and "the defense 
without fear the sake of the German Catholics.” Finally in 
1875 the STIMME DER WAHRHEIT provided an organ for Michigan 
and Cleveland. The publications of the Marianhill Society, 
Detroit (Vergissmeinnicht, etc.) were omitted because they 
were imported from Europe and only later published in America. 
Russell, Faust, and Arndt-Olson give more information about 
the Germans as "makers of Michigan.” 

TIE POLES: The Poles came to Michigan in the l860’s and were 
provided with churches, schools and the SS. Cyril and Methodius 
Seminary in Detroit. These institutions became the focal point 
for them. The magazine NIEDZIELA (1891 - 1907) was published. 
Detroit and,Bay City saw five Polish Catholic papers published 
between 187U and 1898 with one existing to 19h3» 

It should be noted that Detroit was the publication center for 
a Negro paper, the AMERICAN CATHOLIC TRIBUNE, for a period of 
five years. This newspaper was started in Cincinnati. 
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BAY CITY 

Bay City belonged to the diocese of Detroit prior to 1882, then 
to Grand Rapids. From 1878 to 1900 it had four churches, one of 
which was French and one Polish. For the 28,000 inhabitants there 
were eight papers in 1900, one of which was Catholic. 

CATHOLIC CHRONICLE (1882-188U) 

This was a "Catholic 11 (1c), weekly newspaper, established in 1882 
for Bay City which belonged to the newly created See of the Diocese 
of Grand Rapids. Its editor was John Hyde: 

The MICHIGAN CATHOLIC, Detroit (My 22 188U) p. Us had 
a notice that "our esteemed confrere, ex-judge John Hyde 
called at the office," He became the co-editor of this 
"Detroit paper from Ja 1886 through Oct. 1891. 

Its publisher was called Norris, which we know from an advertise¬ 
ment in Alden's 1883 Directory. In Ja I88I4 the paper's title 
was mentioned in the AVE MARIA. It ceased publication in I88J4.

BAY CITY 
(Muskegon, Michigan) 

LE COURRIER (1878-87) q*v. its edition LE MESSAGER, Muskegon 
(1878-71887), q.v. both continued by LA SENTINELLE, Marquette 
(J1 1888-J1 1889) and LA TRIBUNE, Marinette, Wis. (Ag 1889-1891?)• 

This Franco-American publication, written in French, can still be 
called "Catholic" (3); it was established in 1878 and lasted until 
1887. The establishing date needs no question mark (Belisle) 
because the continued numbering of the paper, no. 283 of v. £ in 
Ja I88I4, goes back to that year and the end-date of 1887 seems 
right since Ayer listed it the last time in that year and Rowell 
listed it as a year longer. The paper's founder, publisher, 
editor and owner was J. L. Harquel. 

He was a lawyer who had advertised as such in I88I4 
in his COURRIER, a kind of wandering newspaperman 
who published in about ten different places of 
Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin papers in the French 
language, printing them on a little press which- he 
moved with .him . We found only the names of four: 
the COURRIER, LE MESSAGER of Muskegon, LA SENTINELLE 
of Marquette and LA TRIBUNE of Marinette, Wisconsin 
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(1878-87; 1878-85 or 87; J1 1888-J1 1889 and Ag 1889- 
91?)* Tetrault (p. 22*)had found a letter written in 
I83U in which Harquel was called "the roaming publisher, 
whose papers were merely bringing information .V He did 
everything himself for the Franco-Americans living in 
little colonies in the Northwest* 

An edition entitled LE MESSAGER was published along with IE 
COURRIER. The printing on his own press was badly done and the 
paper contained almost more advertisements than text; he called 
his paper the "official French paper of Bay City and County" in 
I88I4. It was the oldest newspaper in Bay County, except the daily 
TRIBUNE. Politically independent, the paper brought news and 
politics in the interest of the Franco-Americans. The contents, 
though intended for Catholic Canadians, had nothing Catholic 
besides local news about a new chapel, some converts, a condemned 
book, an expected visit of "Sa Grandeur Msgr. Tasche," and new 
marriage laws in Maryland endangering the holiness of the 
sacrament, A supposedly more Catholic paper, LE PATRIOTE, existed 
in Bay City since Ja i860. 

Details: Between 1878 and 1887 it was published first on Friday, 
about 1882 on Saturday, regular k page edition, 21x30 inches at the 
beginning and then 2bx3& in 1882 ff., 25x38 in 1887, and 26xli2 in 
the last year. From 1882 ff, it was $1.50;achieving 10 full volumes. 
In 1885 the paper had a circulation of about 1,000 and then dropped 
to 500 copies in 1888.

This Franco-American publication, written in French, "Catholic" 

(3) (may have a higher classification since it was initiated by 
a priest), weekly newspaper established on Je llw It numbered 
v. 1, no. 11 on Ag 2k and continued for eleven months through 
My 1889. The founders were Charles Guerin and T^lesphore Saint- 
Pierre, both being owners and editors (Belisle) though on the 
titlepage (Ag 2ii) Guerin is listed as proprietor and Saint-Pierre 
as editor. Tetrault found that Gubin's priest-brother was in 
Michigan with the paper, No record could be found in the CATHOLIC 
DIRECTORY for those years for a listing of the priest in the 
Michigan area or (Canada, however, a listing was found for such 
a priest in Brooklyn and California,. . The -offie© 1 ' wa'e '.'at 13 : 'Watson 
Block, T. Saint-Pierre began a new paper (S 1889), q.v, L*UNION 
IEANCO-MERICAINE in lake Linden, Mich,, and began his book: 

HISTOHE DES GANADIENS DU MICHIGAN, which was published in 1895. 
Guerin replaced him about 1891 or 92 with the above-mentioned 
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BAY CITY

LA PATRIOTE (Ja 1880-91; suspended at different times, 1898 - 1904) 

It was a Franco-American publication, written in French, a "Catholic" 
(lc) weekly newspaper. Its establishing date is questionable: 

(lc) because of Hoffmann's listing and because a 
contemporary publication, the MONTHLY BULLETIN OF 
CURRENT LITERATURE judged it "devoted to the French 
Catholics." Rowell has it in later years as starting 
in 1879; North lists it in his 1879/80 directory 
as having .started ih'.l880; Belisle and Tdtrault give 
1882; AN has 1883; but since we say v. 5, no. 184 of 
S 6 1883 and counted back, or divided the 184 issues 
by 52 weeks, we arrived at the figure of 3 1/2 years, 
or Ja 1880 . 

It was founded by Dr. Maucatel (no first name given) and H. A. 
Pacaud, the latter also editor, proprietor and publisher. In 
Belisle (33) we found an editor of the L'UNION FRANCO-AMERICAINE, 
Lake Linden, Mich., J. E. Rochon, who had left LA PATRIOTE and how 
he fitted in, we do not know. In 1891 the paper was for the first 
time suspended. In 1893 Rowell gives J. P. Le Roux as editor and 
E. Le Roux as publisher to 1899, but they may have filled the time 
from 1891 through 1898 . It was Adolphe Beaudin who revived the 
paper in 1898 and was also its editor, though Rowell had already 
in 1899 a W. A. Thomas, while the Patriote Pub. Co. was the publisher 
to its end in 1904. The paper was one of the Western French papers 
longest in existence. The copies we saw, especially v. 5, no. 184, 
are printed much better than LE COURRIER of 1876 ; the contents 
shows a feuilleton-story on the first page and some advertisements, 
followed by local and other, especially, Canadian news; half of the 
space- is given to ads. On page 1 is a time-table of all Catholic 
churches of Bay City, and short items of Catholic news, but as far 
as we could see, no longer articles. North, in 1880, had it 
characterized: "news and politics"; in l 890 ff. it was marked: 
"Republican", 1896 ff.: "Independent." It looks to us more like 
"Catholic" ( 3 ) .

Then it had 17 churches for French, Irish, German and Polish parishion¬ 
ers; by 1900 it had 29. At this time the city had 285,000 inhabitants. 
There were 71 secular papers of which, in 1900, nine were Catholic. 


AMERICAN CATHOLIC TRIBUNE (Detroit, l894-prior to Mr 1899); 

See , Cincinnati (l884~94) 

This ’’Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper, written for and by Negroes, 
was established in 1884 in Cincinnati (q.v.), edited and publish¬ 
ed by Rudd and Whitson; from 1884 ff„, by Daniel A. Rudd alone; 
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when its circulation dropped from 10,000 to 7,000 he moved it 
to Detroit in 1884; there the CITY DIRECTORY listed it for 
the first time in that year at 37 Mullet St. Besides keeping 
an edition for Cincinnati he also dated the paper for Chicago. 
The circulation figures differ considerably in the sources: 
between 7*500 (1899) and "less than 1,000"; in the latter case 

one would understand that it ceased publication prior to 

Mr. 1899.

L'AMI* DE LA JEUNESSE (My 23~J1 18 1843) 

*Par€ and Beck use L’AMIE, the French sources L'AMI. 

This Franco-American publication, written in French, was "Catholic: 

3"* a juvenile weekly (news)paper or "journal", founded by Edouard” 

N. Lacroix and James A. Girardin, a Catholic banker. Lacroix, a 
gifted man, full of energy, came from Montreal in 1837 to Detroit, 
very patriotic for the Canadian cause, especially for their societies. 
He was connected with the great journalist Gagnon. After L'AMI DE LE 
JEUNESSE he founded LE CITOYEN (q«v, Detroit, infra ) in 1830 and 
wrote in l8?2 an historical sketch of Detroit, published in L'OPINION 
PUBLIQUE of Montreal. He died in 1883 . 

Girardin was editor although Par£ has Lacroix. In 1871 Girardin at¬ 
tempted another paper, L’ETOILE CANADIENNE (q.v.) but with no more suc¬ 
cess. Par£ believes L'AMI to be a journal "Catholic in tone" for its 
French Catholic readers. The printing press, or at least the type 
which Father Gabriel Richard had once used, had come after his death 
into the hands of Bishop Rese, then Bishop Lefevre who gave the equip¬ 
ment to the two Frenchmen for printing their paper. That, too, is 
some proof that the paper may be called "Catholic". Belisle thought 
that the journal existed four months to the end of Sept.; T^trault 
gave it 11 issues which would be to Ag 1, but Farmer, a contemporary, 
has nine issues; these data, used by Parrf and Beck, seem most likely 
and therefore we use J1 18 1843 as termination date.

THE ANGELUS (1882-1919) 

(see also THE ANGELUS BELL, sister paper, infra.) 

This was a "Catholic :1c” weekly, juvenile (1891 ff. for adults) newspaper, 
(not magazine). We examined copies and judged on the basis of the 
DETROIT CITY DIRECTORY as well as the Burton list that it was estab¬ 
lished in 1882. Alden (1882) had: "The Angelus, an illustrated Catholic 
Sunday-school weekly. Address: William E. Savage, editor of the WESTERN 
HOME JOURNAL, Detroit, 4 Larned St., West." Thus, it cannot have begun 
in 1884, as Par£ and Beck have. AVE MARIA, Ja 27 1883 , regretted Savage's 
retirement from the WESTERN HOME JOURNAL, hoping he would not com¬ 
pletely retire from journalism. The successor of the WHJ was the MICHIGAN 
CATHOLIC which noted on Ja 27 l883iP®^i "(Savage) retired; we presume 
he has gone to ring the 'Angelus', the name of a very good children's 
paper, published by him in Detroit.” 

That shows that William E, Savage was in 1882 the publisher of the 
paper, perhaps its founder; who edited it we do not know but having 
retired at the end of 1882 he became around F 1883 also its editor and 
proprietor. Its end date seems to be 1919 (Parrf and Beck thought around 
1920) because ANGELUS BELL, expiring at the same time, was listed for 
the last time in the DETROIT CITY DIRECTORY of 1919. As already noted, 
the paper was completely in the hands of William E, Savage, 4 Larned 
St.,W., the address of the WESTERN HOME JOURNAL. The publisher was 
then listed as the Angelus Pub. Co., to its end; a later office was at 
62-64 Griswold St. About 1891 or 1892 Savage seems to have given u$ 
his editorship; we found in Batten (1892) C. A, O'Loan as editor but 
thereafter no name with the publishing company also given as editor. 

As a type, THE ANGELUS changed from its "Illustrated Sunday School 
Weekly" in 1891 to a paper for adults, giving its first aim to THE 
ANGELUS BELL, now calling itself an "Illustrated Catholic Weekly News¬ 
paper." In an 1918 copy we saw below its masthead an indication that 
it was published "with special benediction of the proper authorities", 
and also that of Pope Leo XIII, It carried within 4 pages general 
news and on 4 more, local news which was also headed "Local Edition", 
Church news, a sermon, articles as "Church and Prohibition", and 
"Religion in the Army and War", with many ads. 

Details: Published on Sunday, at least to 1891, with eight pages, 

15 x 22 ( 1887 ) or 11 x 15 ( 1890 ); illustrated, priced at 75 cents; in 
l891 100 copies are offered at $1.00. Circulation: 4,000 in l891» As 
an adult paper it kept 8 pages at first; in 1904, 12. The 75 cent 
price continued from 1894-6. Circulation was about 5,000, 1888 
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ff',, with 10,000 in 1894, 20,230 in 1906, 12,000 in 1915 which seems 
to have included THE ANGELUS BELL because some other sources have, for 
THE ANGELUS, 4,000, later down to 2,250. It completed 8+28 volumes for 
a total of 36 .

THE ANGELUS BELL (l891“1919) 

(see also THE ANGELUS, sister paper, supra ) 

This was a "Catholic :1c", juvenile weekly magazine, established in 
1891 (Baumgartner listed this year), lasting to 1919. It was begun 
as an "Illustrated Sunday School Weekly", the type of THE ANGELUS 
from 1883-18911 having then changed to a paper for adults; both con¬ 
tinued to 1919. We are not sure if the founder, owner and editor of 
THE ANGELUS who retired in 1891 made the change or if his successor, 
named by Batten in 1892 as C.A. 0'Loan did it. For the following years 
we have no editor's name, only the publisher, Angelus Publishing Co, 

Details: Only that it was published on Sunday and illustrated. As 
explained with THE ANGELUS, supra , the latter's circulation 
figures seem from 1891 on combined with those of THE ANGELUS BELL. 

One can guess that it had about 6,000 in 1893 1 16,000 in 1906 and 
12,000 in 1915.

Buffalo, N.Y. (Ja 1853-1943) 

N,B, Though the following paper belongs to Detroit as its birthplace, 
we have carried the complete history under Buffalo where it was located 
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for 90 years; this is, therefore, only a brief summation, 

DIE AURORA (S 27 1851-1900) 

AURORA UND CHRISTLICHE WOCHE (1900-1943) 

and its English edition THE ECHO (1915“1939) 

DIE AURORA was a German, "Catholic :1c” weekly newspaper, established 
in Detroit on S 27 1851, founded, owned and edited by Christian 
Wiechmann, a converted Catholic from Germany, who moved with his paper 
to Buffalo in Ja 1853 where he expected more success in a large German 
colony, Parrf (699) called the AURORA’S existence in Detroit "precarious". 
We have no details of its first 15 months, Detroit did not get another 
German Catholic newspaper before 1875 1 the STIMME DER WAHRHEIT. In 
Buffalo Wiechmann remained editor and publisher to his death in D 
1898 ; then his son followed him while the CHRISTLICHE WOCHE, estab¬ 
lished meanwhile (1880) for the benefit of the German Roman Catholic 
Orphanage in Buffalo, merged with the AURORA to become AURORA UND 
CHRISTLICHE WOCHE, The Orphanage was the publisher and printed this 
paper as well as the English edition of THE ECHO of 1915, We know 
only two editors' names: Dr, A, Heiter, a priest, and Rev, Wilhelm 
Anton Heim, the latter to the paper's end, THE ECHO merged later 
(1939) into the CATHOLIC UNION AND TIMES in Buffalo, as CATHOLIC UNION 
AND ECHO, still existing in 1964,

This was a "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, begun on F 6 1896 "by a 
group of laymen" (Par#), edited in 1896 by Rev. Jamies A. Hally who 
was at that time pastor of St. Patrick's Church, Wynadotte, Mich., and 
who was followed in 1896 or 1897 by Rev. James F. M. Dorman, then pas¬ 
tor at Delray, Mich.,also in the Detroit diocese. The paper was pub¬ 
lished by the Catholic Witness Co*, and had the tendency to be "Catho¬ 
lic and Independent" (Ayer). 

AVE MARIA, F 22 1896, announced the paper's start: "its first number 
is very promising; its appearance could hardly be neater and there is 
no "patent insides". Why publishing was terminated we do not know as 
the circulation of 7,000 would appear sufficient but it is certain 
that it became one of the chain papers which H. J. Desmond, editor of 
the CATHOLIC CITIZEN of Milwaukee purchased either to publish for 
himself for the other place or, to absorb and take over the subscription 
list.

3" (Par# says Catholic in tone for its Catholic readers), a weekly 
newspaper, more along literary lines, founded on My 4. The French 
sources believe it began on My 11 and continued for 6 months. However, 
at the Library of Congress discard section of the UNION LIST OF SERIALS, 
we 3,earned that at least some years ago MiD had copies from My 4-N 
11 I. 85 O. Edouard-N Lacroix (q.v. biography with L'AMI DE LA JEUNESSE 
which he founded in Detroit in 1843), was the founder and its editor 
together with L.-J. Paulin (T#trault) while Par# has the latter as 
publisher. Lacroix was forced to abandon the paper on N 11 I 83 O for 
lack of support but after some weeks Charles -J. Dossin revived it, 
with U. Adam as editor, only to determine in Je I 85 I that it was im¬ 
possible to continue.

COURRIER on 0 12 1876 , by Alfred Beaudin and Louis”C. Dumont, the 
latter probably the publisher because he was also publisher of his 
next creation, L’ECHO DES ETATS-UNIS of Detroit (q.v.infra), 1883* 

The editor was Achille Fournier who also took part in beginning the 
ECHO which died after 6 issues. After four months (Ja? 1877) they 
changed the title to LE JOURNAL and (F?l877)» the same staff continued 
to J1 1877.

I. In the beginning this was a "Catholic :1a" (diocesan) weekly newspaper, 
from Ap 30 1853 to about 1856 , then not officially "Catholic :1c" up to 
Ap 25 l857o A Prospectus of Mr 31 1853 had been given out by the 
Vindicator office of which the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC wrote on Ap 16 1853: 

a weekly, devoted to the interest of the Catholic Church for 
the diocese (and) indispensable for the community ... will be 
published on Ag 30 1853, each Saturday, under the direct 
sanction and approbation of its bishop. The editorial depart¬ 
ment will consist of a clergyman of Detroit, of ability and 
learning, having the confidence of the Catholics. (It) will 
be exclusively devoted to the advancement of the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of the Catholics (and) also bring news of 
the day. Manager will be Mr. Daniel O’Hara, Detroit. 
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The lat ter was also publisher according to CATH. DIRECTORIES of 1854 
and 1855 hut thereafter we do not know. The paper was first printed, 
it seems, in Chicago (Partf,688,note22), then given in Mr 1854 to James 
F„ Ballentyne of Detroit, Bishop Lefevere had assigned as editor Rev, 
Michael Edgar E, Shawe who was probably its principal promoter. He 
was an English nobleman who had served as an officer in the British 
cavalry; he was wounded in the battle of Waterloo, then went to 
Vienna where he became a Teutonic Knight and then to Paris to be¬ 
come a priest. Bishop Brutrf of Vincennes came and took him to the U.S., 
where he was ordained and sent to the diocese of Detroit (1848) where 
he became pastor of the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul. Further 
details in Par£,685“9. 

The Know-Nothing movement in 1852 made it necessary to have a Catholic 
organ and therefore Bishop Lefevere encouraged the paper's founding. 

Fr. Shawe had prepared two issues; at the appearance of the first he 
had an accident and died after 10 days so the number of My 14 carried 
his obituary. Some Catholic gentlemen took over the paper's support: 

Col. Richard F. O'Beirne as business manager; the publisher and manager 
Daniel O'Hara must have transferred this work to him. Another, Richard 
Robert Elliott also helped as he wrote later'in the MICHIGAN CATHOLIC 
BICENTENARY SUPPLEMENT (Ag 22 1901). The Bishop had called William 
Hasset of Cincinnati as editor. Farmer ( 676 ) has as editor Thomas R. 
Elliott. Is this first name a mistake for Richard? Farmer gave no dates 
for "Thomas"; was he later editor? 

The paper was printed in fine, clear type on good quality paper; Mr. 

Beck saw well preserved copies in the Chancery and wrote that it was 
done "in an attractive typographical dress, written in a fine literary 
style," a credit to its promoters. The first editorial by Fr. Shawe, 
reproduced in Partf, 688 , explained the necessity of communicating 
ideas and the influence of the press; his second was a debate on 
public schools and other points. The following editors intended to 
defend their religion; they attacked their adversaries in the contro¬ 
versies usual to that period. Their stated purpose was "to promote 
the cause of Truth and Justice and our Holy Church"; as motto they 
used: "Be of good courage and let us behave ourselves manfully for 
our people." The paper carried a considerable amount of religious 
news, foreign and domestic, often reprinted from other Catholic 
papers. The bishop tried through the paper to unite his members of 
different races, languages and habits (Parrf,689“90) and the activities 
of the charitable and social societies of 16,000 souls. The idea could 
not yet be fully realized but it was a beginning. Toward 1856 the 
paper had become more political. Parrf (691) found a letter written by 
Bishop Lefevere on 0 24 1856 , complaining very much about the paper's 
new tendencies. 

II and III. The entries in the CATH. DIRECTORIES (1854 ff.) ommitted 
first in 1856 the publisher's name, then in 1857 the bishop's approbation 
and closing in 1858 they had the title changed, omitting "Catholic" 
leaving only DETROIT VINDICATOR. That fact was not mentioned in any other 
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source, not even Farmer who believed the DETROIT CATHOLIC VINDICATOR 
became directly the DETROIT GUARDIAN. While the DETROIT VINDICATOR,of 
which no editor is known, may have been a "Catholic:e" title, the 
GUARDIAN was perhaps even less Catholic. Par£ (691) called it a "rabid 
Democratic party organ". A number preserved in the Burton Collection, 
that of S 29 i860, shows it was edited and published by Thomas C. 
Fitzgibbon with an office at Bates & Congress Sts; the DETROIT FREE PRESS, 
Ja 22 i860, referred to it as "a newly established weekly, a representa- 
tive of our Irish citizens." (Par£,691). Farmer believed it existed 
5 months or more, certainly to S 29 i860 which we know from the Burton 
Collection copy of this issue, probably the last. No Catholic paper 
existed for the following eight years until the WESTERN CATHOLIC ap¬ 
peared (q.v. infra .)

This was a Franco“American publication, written in French, perhaps 
a "Catholics3" weekly newspaper, founded by Louis“C.Dumont as publisher 
and by Achille Fournier as editor; Dumont was already in 0 12 1876-7 
publisher and founder of LE COURRIER of Detroit with Fournier as editor.

Since the latter title is believed to be semi-Catholic, we suppose 
that with the same editor Girardin L’ETOILE may be of the same type.

GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKA (Polish Catholic Gazette) (S 15 1874-1913) 
is the continuation of the PIELGRZYM , Union,Mo. (Mr 29 l872“4) 

This was a Polish, "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, established some 
months after the PIELGRZYM had ceased publication, with a new title 
and in a new place in S 15 187^# The GPK remained in Detroit less 
than a year before it moved to Chicago (q.v.) 

The Polish Roman Catholic Union of America, which was founded in 
1873 in Detroit by Rev. Vincent Barzyrfski, a Resurrectionist Father, 
and his assistant, Rev. Theodor Gieryk, had made the PIELGRZYM their 
offical. organ, then changed it to the GPK. It was financed by the 
"Polish Literary Society" whose head was Fr. Gieryk. Jan Barzyrfski, 
who had been the founder of the PIELGRZYM, was working now with the new 
paper as a pioneer of the Polish American journals in Detroit. It is 
possible that father and son W. and J. Smulski (see with the GPK later 
in Chicago) had joined the staff already in 1873 because Zielirfski lists 
them from 1874 on. Since 1874 also Leon Szopiifski worked with the 
paper. But the Polish Roman Catholic Union decided to leave Detroit 
(Mr 1875) and to move with the paper to Chicago where the GPK appeared 
again on Ap 15 1875# For the time there, see under the same title to 
1880, and then shortened to GAZETA KATOLICKA to 1913#

GAZETA POSKA KATOLICKA WAS THE FIRST POLISH PERIODICAL PUBLICATION, A 
WEEKLY NEWSPAPER, IN DETROIT AND MICHIGAN ON S 15 1874.

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LA GAZETTE FRANCAISE (0 31-N or D 1825) 

This Franco~American publication, written in French, "Catholic?3" 
(CATH.ENCY. mentioned it but without a note on Catholicity; NCA 
called it "Catholic" in 1949) was written mostly for French 
Catholic readers. As a semi“monthly (first and third weeks of each 
month) newspaper it was established on 0 J>1 1825 (for which we have to 
trust Trftrault who gives no source but quotes some lines of that first 
issue on p.l4). It expired after "at least three" (McMurtrie,262; 
Ttftrault,14; Farmer, 672 ) or four issues (Belisle; CATH.ENCY.) which 
could be N or D 1825 . It existed certainly on N 15 when the DETROIT 
GAZETTE wrote about it. The paper was founded, published and edited 
by an American of the strange name of Ebenezer Reed. 

After Fr. Richard’s MICHIGAN ESSAY in 1809 only in 1817 was a second 
newspaper established, also in English and with a French column (or 
several) on the last page for a short time; it was the DETROIT GAZETTE, 
secular in content. This first permanent paper in Michigan was founded, 
published and edited by Sheldon and Reed, "official printers to the 
Territory" (McMurtrie, 65 ). The Library of Congress has 11 volumes of 
which we checked especially v.8 (l825“6) and found on the masthead: 

My 3 1825, Sheldon and Reed; My 10, only John P. Sheldon and on p.2 
of that issue an explanation by the latter? "During 8 years Reed and 
myself(acted) as editors; the undersigned in future will be alone 
responsible for the contents. ... Another newspaper is now established 
in this city (we found in Lee that this was the MICHIGAN HERALD, 

My 10 I. 825 ) and a third is shortly to be established in the Territory" 
(that must be our GAZETTE FRANCAISE). 

That makes it clear that the paper was not thought to be a local one 
but for all French in Michigan and that Reed left his editorship to 
begin such a paper to help the French or as a business because it was 
clear that the French would not be satisfied with the timid attempt of 
a few columns summarizing the English contents. The GAZETTE was printed 
with the DETROIT GAZETTE and shared the same office in Griswold St. 

Reed was known as "a man of excellent genius" (according to McMurtrie 
who has more about him as a journalist) and was not guilty of the 
failure. He was editor again of the DETROIT GAZETTE, shortly before 
a fire in 1830 brought its expiration, and of other papers. 

Details? Nothing known but since the paper was printed with the DETROIT 
GAZETTE it was probably of the same appearance, a royal sheet 9+xl6+, 

4 pages, 4 columns, on good paper.

LA GAZETTE FRANCAISE WAS THE FIRST SEMI-CATHOLIC,SEMI-MONTHLY,NEWSPAPER 
IN DETROIT AND MICHIGAN TERRITORY.

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GOSSIP(probably l8?4 or 1875; certainly no later than 0 1876 for a week, - 

A "Catholic sic" daily fair paper for the benefit of St. Aloysius' 

Church. THE WESTERN HOME JOURNAL of Detroit said of it that on 0 28 
1876 (the Fair) in progress all the week will close this Saturday. ... 

Its little GOSSIP is even more spicy than before. Its editor's name 
is 'Blots'." That shows it had appeared already at earlier fairs. Ac¬ 
cording to the CATH. DIRECTORIES St. Aloysius was listed for the first 
time in 1874; Rev. Ernest Van Dyke was its pastor; he was replaced 
by Rev. Peter Andrrf in 1877. We may suppose that the first fair was 
held in 1874; the GOSSIP could have been published for the third time 
in 1876 . If Fr. Van Dyke was its special sponsor, perhaps the new 
pastor did not continue it in 1877. As a daily for a week it probably 
consisted of a set or sets of 6 issues.

GWIAZDA DETROICKA (l889“1904?) was listed by Parrf (700) with 
other Catholic papers but we believe it secular, explaining 
why: its first editor, Edward L. Kolakowski, came from a non- 

Catholic paper and left the SWIAZDA soon to be with the TELE¬ 
GRAPH in Chicago, a doubtful Catholic title. Other names of 
its staff: Prof, S« Lubowiecki, Josef Skupirfski, later Leonard 
F« Olsyewski, are not known to have taken part with Catholic 
papers; the paper had changed to Detroit from Toledo as 
GWIAZDA ( 1888 - 9 ); there its editor, A.A. Paryski, had worked 
between 1885 and 1908 (?) with 9 Polish papers of which we 
believe that only one (WIARUS, Winona, Minn.) was to be called 
Catholic. Therefore, we have dropped this from our official 
list.

KATHOLISCHES SCHULBLATT. See, Cincinnati 

This began in Cincinnati as a German, "Catholic :1c" monthly 
educational magazine; it lived from Mr 1 1864-F 1 1866. 
Alexander Schem (ed.), DEUTSCH-AMERIKANISCHES KONVERSA- 
TIONSLEXIKON (N.Y.:l869-74),7:507 was the source for Arndt- 
Olson that it was also dated for Detroit. 
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LITTLE ORPHAN (N or D annually 1866-1880, or 1882“?) 

This was a daily fair paper, "Catholic :1c", repeated annually, with 
six numbers usually during a week; the fair was conducted before 
Christmas for the benefit of St. Vincent’s Orphanage Asylum in charge 
of Sisters of Charity. The first Catholic orphanage was opened by 
the Daughters of Charity, called St. Vincent's Female Orphan Asylum,in 
1851 ; it had a better home in 1867 (Par£,668). It is listed in the 
CATH. DIR. only from 1865 ff. 

The Sisters in the U.S., usually arranged such fairs also in other 
cities, often supported by a daily fair paper for additional income. 

In Detroit the paper was called LITTLE ORPHAN. "Ladies" of the city 
are cited as the editors. The price for 6 numbers was usually fixed 
between 5° cents and $1.00. In the following paragraph we note a few 
of the remarks in the Catholic newspapers as examples: 

1869: listed as v.4; therefore counted backward, the paper 
began in 1866. The following note appeared in the WESTERN 
CATHOLIC, Detroit, N 27, as copied by Parrf, 693, note 31* 

"A pleasant little paper with which the people of Detroit 
are familiar. Miss M. F. Buchanan is the editor." (q.v. 

WESTERN HOME JOURNAL, Detroit, article by her on "Women's 
Rights" Ja 187 ^) 

1872: " an illustrated paper with a design of the new St. 

Vincent's Orphan Asylum on McDougal Ave.; a choice miscellany 
of pure literature (and) a full history of the Fair. 50 cents" 
(acc. to WESTERN HOME JOURNAL, D 22, 1877,5, which also carried 
a picture of the new building. 

187^* "THE LITTLE ORPHAN makes its annual bow to the patrons 
of the, Fair, crisp and spicy as usual (with) editorials and 
other contributions." (Ibid., D 5 1877,^) 

1877* The same paper said after the Fair on D 22 1877 that 
the publication earned $250; the Fair's entire income was 
$ 2 , 500 . 

1881: This year, the WESTERN HOME JOURNAL noted, THE LITTLE 

ORPHAN would not appear. We found no further mention of it.

MICHIGAN CATHOLIC. See, WESTERN HOME JOURNAL, part II 
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MICHIGAN ESSAY, OR, THE IMPARTIAL OBSERVER (Ag 31 1809; possibly two 
more issues) 

The title as given was at the top of the paper; not in French, 
as "Essai du Michigan"; nor was the French title given at the 
top of the news column in French on p.4. Applegate (l876,6l~2) 
had it just opposite: French title and text "mainly" French; 
Lambing (1886) had it as a "French journal"; other sources 
often copied such mistakes. 

The MICHIGAN ESSAY (hereafter M.E.) was an English publication of 16 
columns, of which one and a half were in French, "Catholic:3" (the 
latter explained at the end of this text), a weekly newspaper announced 
for publication every Thursday. It was founded and owned by Rev. 

Gabriel Richard. The first issue appeared on Ag 31 1809 and was probably 
the only one issued. Only v.l,no.l has been preserved. "Except for hear¬ 
say, there is no evidence that more issues were printed (McMurtrie, 

239)i though S. R. Brown (q.v. in Brigham with M.E.) in "View of the 
Campaigne of the Northwestern Army, l8l4", 156 ,wrote: "(the publisher) 
did not meet with sufficient encouragement to continue it beyond the 
third number." Middleton (1908) has it going on to l8ll. Applegate (62) 
believed it had 9 or 10 issues. These errors were copied by others. 

Printer and publisher was James M. Miller (as given in the paper) who 
must also have been the editor since the very busy founder acted only 
as supervisor, perhaps helping with the French abstract, and also per¬ 
haps thought of as a future contributor (Wo,1958, 69 )• Nowhere does 
Fr. Richard's name appear in the paper. 

Many books and articles have been written about the Rev, 

Gabriel Richard from various viewpoints (q.v. a selection 
later with Sources, infra .) Born in 1867 in France he 
became a Sulpician and was ordained in 1791; in danger of 
arrest in the French Revolution he went in 1792 to the States, 
was sent to Kaskaskia, Ill., then in Je 1898 to Detroit, where 
he assisted the pastor of St. Anne's Church and replaced him 
in 1802. His parish included the town, about 2,000,mostly 
French Catholics, Indians coming in to trade, soldiers of the 
Fort, and others in the vast Michigan Territory. Fr. Richard 
was often alone as pastor and missionary in those first years. 

He soon began an educational program, opening schools and, in 
1804, even an academy for young ladies. In 1805 a fire had 
destroyed the church and almost the whole town. He moved to 
Spring Wells outside the town, rented Spring Hill Farm, 
installed a chapel there, a school and a rectory. In 1807 
Detroit became the seat of the government for the territory, 
which brought more English-speaking Protestants but no 
minister. Therefore, Fr. Richard was asked to address them 
in the Council House about Christianity in general. 

There was no newspaper in the territory. In Detroit a towncrier 
announced the news; Theophilus Mettez, the sexton, did it on 
Sundays after the service. Fr. Richard needed schools and prayer 
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books too. In l808, he went to Baltimore to collect money 
for a new St. Ann's Church, he returned in Mr 1809? having 
shipped (Wo:1958,68) not on horseback, as some sources say, 
besides an organ and a piano also a handpress and type. For 
use of the latter he asked a journeyman-printer, James M. 

Miller, probably from Utica, N.Y., (from where or from 
Herkimer,N.Y. the press came), tc come to Detroit. The press was 
installed at Fr. Richatrd's Spring'Hill Farm and the printer soon 
finished a book, THE CHILD'S SPELLING BOOK, OR, MICHIGAN 
INSTRUCTOR (Par£,304; Wo:l858,38 have reproductions of the 
first page);"printed by James M. Miller, 1809"; then L'AME 
PENITENTE "imprime? par Jacques M. Miller, 1809"; the third 
work was the MICHIGAN ESSAY, Ag 31 1809. When Fr. Richard's 
farm was sold he moved everything, including the "Printing 
Establishment",in 1810 (Wo:l858,58“?) to another nearby farm 
where he remained for 15 years. Miller left and was replaced 
by Aaron Coxshaw in l 8 ll. Meanwhile, the sexton, Theophilus 
Mettez, having learned to print, bought the press in 1812, 
according to some sources; this is in some doubt since the 
press may have become the property of the bishop; q.v, with 
L;AMI DE LA JEUNESSE of Detroit which was printed with the 
same type, Mettez printed tracts and books (for titles q,v. 

AM. CATH. HIST. RESEARCHES 10s 43,1893; and Elliott in same, 
28:309), both religious and Indian dialects; he also issued 
official documents until l8l4 when the DETROIT GAZETTE, with 
a press, was installed in Detroit, procuring the privilege 
of printing the laws of the U.S., for the Territory of 
Michigan. 

For many years Fr, Richard had to fight with his church 
trustees; it even developed into a shism with a reconciliation 
effected in 1817 ( cf. Dionne, Elliott &■ Woodford). In 1817 
Fr. Richard became a co-founder of the University of Michigan 
and was even a member of its faculty. In 1825 he was in 
Washington as a delegate of the Territory in Congress but was 
not re-elected. By 182b he had 8 priests working with him in 
Michigan to serve about 6 ,500 parishioners and as many Indians, 
with some churches. In 1832 , at 68, he fell victim to Asian 
cholera and died in the presence of Bp. Edward Fenwick on S 
13, a year before Detroit became a diocese of which he might 
have been the first bishop. Fr. Richard had spent 40 fruitful 
years in the Northwest, devoted to religion, morality and 
education (Wo: 1858 ,139). His own life provided the best ex¬ 
ample of humility, hard work and concern for his flock; he 
was a great, priest, citizen and educator who was also gifted 
as a mathematician, orator and musician. 

In appearance the MICHIGAN ESSAY displayed the first part of the title 
in large bold letters in the middle; the second part, OR, THE IMPARTIAL 
OBSERVER, was carried below in italic type, and a line below gave the 
place:"Detroit, Territory of Michigan" and "Printed and Published by 
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James M, Miller; the following line: "v.l, Thursday, August 31, 1809, 
noj." At the first column to the left: Terms of the MICHIGAN ESSAY : 

"It will be published every Thursday and handed to city subscribers 
at $5 00 Other subscribers.in the Territory and Upper Canada 

$4.5C ... distant ... by mail, $4.00. Advertisements...3 weeks $1.50; 
every subsequent, 25 cents." 

The remainder of the four columns of p.l are filled with "Foreign 
Intelligence: 1. French news from French papers about France, Russia, 
Austria, Italy, etc.; 2. From the London MORNING CHRONICLE about an 
appointment for American affairs; 3- Extracts from the Liverpool 
AURORA; shipments to America. 4. American prisoners in South America 
in wretched condition, from the Baltimore MIRROR; 5* From Dutch papers, 

My 22, Americans arrived in Sweden; 6. Letter from Luxemburg, My 10;7. 
Letter from Augsburg, My 15 , from New York SPECULATOR; 8. A vessel 
arrived in New York, from AURORA; 9. Commander of the British Army 
changed; a note from the Pittsburgh COMMONWEALTH describing the 
salt works, 30 miles from Pittsburgh; half-column about three girls 
drowned in Southwick, Mass. The other 3 pages are filled with sec¬ 
tions of literary works: Young’s NIGHT THOUGHTS; selections from Ossian; 

3 short poems, short essays on Politeness, Early Rising, etc., and 
some anecdotes. The editorial was: "The public are respectfully 
informed that the ESSAY will be conducted with the utmost impartiality; 
that it will not espouse any political party, but fairly and candidly 
communicate whatever may be deemed worthy of information, whether 
foreign, domestic or local. Gentlemen of talents are invited to 
contribute to our columns whatever they suppose will be acceptable 
and beneficial to the public—yet always remembering that nothing of a 
corrosive nature will be admissible." Of advertisements there was 
one of St. Anne’s School and one of books for sale "at the De¬ 
troit Printing Office" which Fr. Richard believe would be of educa¬ 
tional value or interest for his parishioners, young and adult, 
religious and secular, on various subjects. The SPELLING BOOK, already 
mentioned, was offered at 25 cents. 

Varied and often mistaken judgments on the paper are shown by the following 
Maynard: "It is hardly more than a substitute for the Towncrier"; 

NCA (1949): "distinctly Catholic and ... national in its tendencies"; 
T^trauit ( 3 ): "It is just a political organ serving Fr. Richard to 
bring him into the Congress of the U.S."; even in Middleton (1908) 
is written: "Fr. Richard was the printer (who) introduced the first 
printing press"; the AM. CATH. NEWS, New York (S 27 1891,5) stated 
that C. Henderson, editor of the ALLEGANY JOURNAL, had said that 
"the press and outfit was brought in wagons from Baltimore"; 

Middleton again: (the M.E.) "was merely a secular sheet in the French 
language". Though none of these statements gives a completely correct 
judgment we can note that the M.E. was not "Catholic by purpose :1c" but 
only Catholic in the last degree, "3",by tradition. 

After the failure of the M.E., Detroit and Michigan did not have another 
Catholic paper until 1842, the WESTERN CATHOLIC REGISTER, except for an 
unrealized attempt under Bp. Rese after 25 years.

A FIRST; Parb wrote: "The M.E. must be considered the first attempt 
in the U.S. of a periodical under Catholic auspices." We note: THE 
MICHIGAN ESSAY WAS THE FIRST PERIODICAL PUBLICATION IN DETROIT AND 
MICHIGAN TERRITORY; IT WAS THE FIRST SEMI-CATHOLIC WEEKLY NEWSPAPER 
IN THE U.S. ON Ag 31 1809.

Richard to Isaiah Thomas in 1810 who was then 
writing his HISTORY OF PRINTING IN AMERICA and who listed it in v.2, 
p o 30 L. That he sent only no.l in 1810 may be another proof that the 
M. E. ceased with that number.) In 1884 Farmer knew of three other 
copies of nod (670). Bringham knew that Burton (whose collection is 
in Detroit's Public Library) had made "facsimiles of the Detroit issue 
and 1,000 copies of it are in most of the great libraries. Repro¬ 
ductions of the first page are in various books, e.g., Foik, Judson, 
McMurtrie, etc. 


NIEDZIELA (Sunday) (S 16 l891“1904; 1905“7) 

This Polish, "Catholic :1c" weekly magazine was established on S 6 
1891 . For lack of funds it was suspended during the year 1904 but it 
was possible to revive it after several months in 1905 to be continued 
to the fall of 1907® The DETROIT CITY DIRECTORY kept listing it to 
1909; Hoffmann forgot to stop it until 1913® Its subtitle was "Ty- 
godnik Illustrowany Dla Ludu Polskiego w Ameryce" (illustrated weekly 
for the Polish people in America). Founder was Rev. Jdzef Dabrowski; 
the publisher was the Polish Seminary (established before Bp. Borgen 
resigned in 1887 ) of SS. Cyril and Methodius (including St. Mary's Col¬ 
lege and High School), Detroit. As such it had the approbation of 
Bp. Foley of Detroit. The editors were professors of the seminary. 

The first and chief editor was Rev, Mielczyslaw Barabasz, who was 
known as a writer of plays and poems, a contributor to newspapers, 
and himself publisher of the Baltimore Polish paper, PRZYJACIEL DOMU; 
he appealed to the clergy and to every Pole for support. He was fol¬ 
lowed by Rev. Pawel Dwiakala (S 4 l892“4) and also, according to the 
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DETROIT CITY DIR. of 1894 by Rev. Paul Curaha, by Rev. John Mueller 
(1895-8 ), and after him (not before, as in Kotowski, proven by Rowell's 
entry), by Prof. Romuald Piatkowski (1898-1904), together with B. Lemke 
and S. Rzeszotarski (-1904), with the office at St. Aubin and Garfield 
Aves.. Fr. Buhaczkowski revived it in 1905, again with Prof. R. Piatkowski 
as editor (-1907); Ayer (1908) listed only Rev. Witold Buhaczkowski as 
editor and the Polish Seminary as publisher. The magazine ended after 
17 years. Its purpose and character was described by the founder "to 
serve as a link between the Seminary and the Polish people in America," 
as a popular literary magazine to reach all Polish settlements. It was 
composed mainly of reprinted material. 

Details: Published on Thursday; 1893 ff. on Friday; 1897 ff. Thursday; 
1905 ff. on Saturday. It began with 14 pages, grew to 16 and 20 (1893), 
back to 8 after 1905. Size began with 10x14 to 1904, then 14x20. In 
the first period price was $2.00; $1.00 in the second. It was "well 
illustrated." Circulation grew from 2,300 in 1892 to 3,500, went down 
to 3,200 and 3*000 in 1901-4; no figures for last years.

PER NORDDEUTSCHE KATHOLIK (My l892“5) 

This was a German, "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, established in 
My (as reconstructed from holdings infra .) 1892 and expired in 1895. 
Its editor was Rev. Ferdinand Hundt (who was, in CATH.DIRECTORIES of 
1888-91, listed as being in Franklin County,Ind., then as "absent" 
and, 1897 "retired" in Virginia). Publishers were the Padberg Bros. 
Fr . Hundt was certainly still editor in J1 1893 for which date we 
found him mentioned as "the editor of the German weekly, DER NORD¬ 
DEUTSCHE KATHOLIK" who had paid a visit to Msgr. Jessing, editor of 
the OHIO WAISENFREUND (Plumpe:MSGR.JESSING). But in 1895 Batten 
gave another editor's name, Joseph Padberg, one of the publishers. 
Pare?, not knowing these details, believed it non-Catholic.

OUR CATHOLIC YOUTH (Ag l880-F 1882) 

This was a "Catholic :1c" weekly (Farmer,68l,has monthly in error), 
juvenile magazine, begun in Ag 1880 for Sunday schools and families 
by John C. Lappan as publisher and editor at 48 Larned St. Of the 
first number, AVE MARIA, S 4 l880, wrote: "a new, 4 page, illustrated 
weekly; ..* the little paper makes a very creditable appearance." 
According to WESTERN HOME JOURNAL (Oct. 16 1880) it was "this week 
somewhat enlarged, with new type and heavier paper, also otherwise 
improved; it is now the best weekly for Catholic young folks in the 
country; we congratulate Mr. Lappan ... on the edifying character of 
his paper." On Ag 6 l88l the same journal reprinted Lappan's note which 
began the second volume: "we took the risk in this particular sphere 
of journalism in the face of absolute failures ... by other publishers." 
But OUR CATHOLIC YOUTH, too,"failed to enlist sufficient patronage and 
it was suspended in F 1882," wrote Beck. Was the listing by Alden of 
10,000 circulation (1883; data for 1882) a mistake? If correct, the 
figure would seem enough for a Sunday school paper.

PIELGRZYM. POLSKI (Polish Pilgrim) ( 1885 - 6 ) 

continued by PRAWDA (q.v. Detroit and Bay City, l887“1913) 

This Polish "Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper was founded by Rev. Pawel 
Gutowski, pastor of St. Casimir, Detroit, as president of a group of 
laymen, forming a publishing company in 1885 for which Begrin and 
Dalecki were publishers and editors. The P.P. lived only one year 
under that title, 1886. 

Note on PRAWDA of Detroit: Mrs. E. H. Stones, librarian of 
Burton Historical Collection of Detroit Public Library, 
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checked for us the DETROIT CITY DIRECTORIES for Polish papers. 

In 1887 was listed for the first time the PRAWDA which, ac" 
cording to most references, especially the Polish one, was 
established in 1888. Since the DIRECTORY would not have in¬ 
vented the title, it must have existed in 1887 . But, since the 
PRAWDA directly continued the PIELGRZYM POLSKI, the end-date 
of the PIELGRZYM consequently cannot be 1888. In checking we 
believe we found the original mistake in Kruszka V, 6 , with the 
text for the PIELGRZYM POLSKI where the headline gives l885“8; 
the text itself could be interpreted differently: Kruszka wrote 
that Derdowski left the P.P. and went to Winona to become edi¬ 
tor of the WIARU$. On p.ll, re the WIARUS, we note it was 
established in 1886. From its beginning Derdowski was editor. 

In more detail Kruszka wrote of him that he ’’lately left the 
P.P. in Detroit and went around to the different Polish set¬ 
tlements to look for a job. In the middle of the year” (1886) 
he procured the editorship of the WIARUS. When we go back to 
the text of the P.P.,p.6, we are told that another editor took 
the place of Derdowski and "soon after:(Derdowski*s departure) 
the paper was discontinued. ’’Soon after” the middle of 1886 
cannot be 1888 but rather closer to 1887 or even the end of 
1886 since Ayer and Rowell and the CITY DIRECTORY no longer 
list it in 1887 . If we adopt this change the end date of the 
P.P. is 1886 which makes the entry in the Directory possible. 

The publishers were Begrin and Dalecki (Rowell,1886). The editor was 
Jerome (or Hieronim) Derdowski who must have left soon to begin as 
editor of the new WIARUS and its supplement, the KOSCIUSZKO, in 1886. 

The CITY DIRECTORY in 1886 gave already another name, Leonard or 
Kazimierz (some sources have L.,some K.) Olszewski, who remained to 
the paper's end and also with the continuing PRAWDA. Zielinski adds 
for the same time Aleksander Kolakowski. The paper was marked politically 
"Independent” by Ayer. Fr. Swastek was the printer. 

Details: Published on Friday (Alden; Rowell) or Tuesday (CITY DIRECTORY); 
4 pages, 24x36 or 28x40; $2.00. Circulation in 1886, 1,500. Rowell 
still listed it in 1888 but not in the main part of the directory, 
only with the Polish list but incorrectly according to the Note above.

POLONIA (Poland) (1898 or l899"19H? or-1915) 

This Polish, "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper began in 1898 (or 1899: 

Zie.;Rowell) with an office at 866 St. Aubin Ave.; in 1900 875 of same 
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Aveov and ceased publication either in 1911 or in 1915? Zie. is 
the only Polish source with this end date and more details; Ayer 
continued to list until 1915® Gaffke i Kapcia were the publishers;the 
latter, Stanislaw L. Kapcia, who was also editor, left in 1904 to 
work with the newly established Chicago POLONIA; Gaffke remained to 
1911 (Zie.). Sr, M. Remigia Napolska knew that in 1906 the paper was 
acquired by E» Wolczynski and E. Leszczynski. The latter is the only 
name mentioned in Ayer in 1910 and 1915 as editor with the Polonia 
Co. as publisher. The POLONIA was an official organ of the "Stowar- 
zyszenie Polskie-Rzymsko-Katolickie", a Polish Roman Catholic Assn, 
of Detroit which had members in various parts of Michigan. 

Details: Published on Saturday, in 1900-1, 4 pages, 11x16, Si.00 
the same for 1910 and 1915 except $ 1 . 50 .

1. Detroit. The PRAWDA was a Polish, "Catholic :1c M , weekly newspaper, 
established in I 887 (DETROIT CITY DIR.1891). For the reason why we do 
not take 1888 as most sources, see the Note with PIELGRZYM POLSKI, supra . 
Publisher and owner was Kazimierz; (also named Leonard) Olszewski; editor 
was Charles Laskowski; there was also an Adam Olszewski with the staff. 

K. Olszewski sold the paper to Dr. Charles Laskowski and shortly there¬ 
after the paper was moved to Bay City in 1893® 

2. Bay City. The PRAWDA (1893 ff.) kept the same staff and character¬ 
istics, at that time politically Republican. The DETROIT CITY DIR. kept 
listing it to 1895 which means probably that it was also dated for 
Detroit. Between 1904 and 1908 K. Olszewski gave up publishing to be 
followed by W. V. Przybyszewski while he himself became the editor. 

Zie o( 247) named Jakubowski (without first name) and Dr. Jdzef Ilo- 
wiecki (not Slowiecki as Pard has it) with the paper as contributors. 
Osada (6) wrote of Laskowski (Zie.255)» a former professor at the 
Polish Seminary, and of Ilowiecki (an M.D.) that they were the educated 
men of the staff who made the paper "primarily an exponent of national 
literature and aspirations" (Pard,700). Dr. Ilowiecki (Swoboda, 1896 - 9 ) 
especially was a gifted literary critic and the paper's chief contributor

from the beginning of PRAWDA; Zie. has both and K. Olszewski to 1913* 

At least from 1900 on the paper was politically "Independent". The 
title PRAWDA was changed, we are rather sure, in 1913. Since Zie. 109, 

Os.24. and 01,78 note that the PRAWDA is "later" followed by the 
SZTAUCAR POLSKI in Bay City, which under its title was established in 
1912 or 1913 (OI. 85 ), the latter date would fit with Zie's 1913 (263,255,247) 
as end date of the work of the main members of the staff with the paper. 

The new title, SZTANDAR POLSKI, was used in 1913 in Bay City. Zie. (13)) 
says the paper was the official organ of the Polish Roman Catholic Union 
for the state of Michigan, i.e., as a branch of the Union; Zie. calls 
it "outspokenly Catholic". Publisher was now given as the Sztandar 
Pub. Co.; newspaper directories also give the latter as editors though 
we know from Zie.( 263 ) that Kazimierz Olszewski remained after 1885 
with the Polish papers in Detroit and Bay City to 1919. The Polish 
sources, not giving the date of the title's change, continue under 
PRAWDA and cite the end as being "after World War I" (Os. 24, or to 
I. 918 , OI. 78 , or Zie .263 to 1919)® Then the paper must have undergone 
a greater change because Zie, (though his book was written only in 
1935) did not trace it further. From Ayer we have: no editors besides 
George Gorny in 1938 and Chas. Bakowski in 1941; Ayer stopped listing 
after 1943o We have nothing on its Catholicity after 1919. 

At 
least to 1919, 4 pages (1914, with 7 columns), 22 x 30 in 1890 , 15 x 22 
in 1891?

ST, MARY'S MONTHLY ( 1898 - 7 ?) 

ST. MARY'S CHURCH CALENDAR (?l897”8; Possibly to 1907) 

This was a "Catholic :1c", probably monthly, parish paper for the German 
parish of St. Mary’s but, according to the titles, it seems to have 
been written in English, We found mention of it in HOLY GHOST BULLETIN 
of the college with the same name in Pittsburgh in its exchange list, 
giving its editor as Rev. Charles L. Gruenenwald, C.S.Sp.; it praised 
in 1896 this "regular visitor" as "one of the foremost journals of its 
kind (with) poems of literary merit". In 1898 the title had changed, 
probably during 1897. To find beginning and end dates we can only 
guess that Fr. Gruenenwald was the founder; he came only in 1896 from 
Pittsburgh of the Holy Cross fathers to Detroit's St. Mary's which was 
in their charge; CATH.DIRECTORY ( 1898 ) named him still as assistant 
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but in 1902 as pastor to 1907 . If the paper was especially his project 
it may have continued that long; in 1910 he was listed for Minnesota.

THE SODALIST ( 1890 - 7 ) 

This ’’Catholic :2 M , monthly society paper began in 1890 (Rowell) and 
was still listed in 1897. Its subtitle:"A Catholic Monthly” says 
nothing of its character; we can be rather sure that it was not ”a 
juvenile paper” (Lucey) but a society organ which is partly verified 
by its high circulation and very low price. Publisher was signed as 
Sodality Pub. Co., through all the years though once in 1891 its 
editor, H.M. Pernin, was also called publisher, DETROIT CITY DIR. 
listed the paper only from l892“4 (why?). In 1892 a new editor was 
named: Thomas O’Keefe who remained to 1897, also as manager. From 
1890-3 the office was at 44 W. Larned St. also the address of the 
MICHIGAN CATHOLIC but not necessarily in the same office; in 1893 ff. 
in Rowland St.; in 1896 at no.17. Lucey questions whether THE SODALIST 
mentioned in CATH.ENCY.VI,301, with the "Franciscans” is this one; 
we say no and connect it with the one of Cincinnati. 

Details: 16 pages, 11x14, first at 30 cents, then 35 cents per year; 
in 1892 it circulated 18 , 000 ; in 1895, 14,878; in 1897» 14,300.

Detroit (Ja 7 1875 -JI 4 1918 ) 

Cleveland (Ag 1 1881-J1 4 1918 ) 

DIE STIMME PER WAHRHEIT (The Voice of Truth) (Ja 7 l875"Jl 4 1918) 

This German, "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper was founded in Detroit on 
Ja 7 1875, 23 years after the first German weekly in Detroit, the AURORA, 
had moved to Buffalo in 1852 . It was begun by Rev. Godfrey Braun and 
John (or Johann) Baptist Mueller as editors and Engelbert Andries as 
publisher. Braun’s name was mentioned only by Beck, According to the 
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CATH. DIRECTORIES he lived all those years in Minnesota in different 
places but never in Michigan nor Ohio though Beck wrote: "He left the 
city(Detroit) in 1900." We suppose Braun was only a contributor and 
the editor needed a priest's name as a guarantee for the Catholicity 
of the paper. 

Dr. J „ B. Mueller had come from Wuettemberg (Germany) to the U.S. 
(Grothe) "with a background of considerable newspaper experience in 
Germany. Timpe says he was in America as a teacher in Atchison,Kan., 
and Beck knew that he created the German Catholic directory called the 
SCHEMATISMUS of 1880 in the U.S.; Bonenkamp adds that his own 
SCHEMATISMUS of 1882 was finished by Mueller. He died in 1901 after 
which a long obituary was carried in the paper. 

Engelbert Andries came from the Rhineland to Detroit and was, in ad¬ 
dition to being publisher, organist at St. Joseph's Church. See 
infra data on his son Heinrich (or Henry) A. Andries. 

On Ag 1 l88l (not 1882 as Arndt-Olson say) a separate edition of the 
paper was published for the diocese of Cleveland which lasted as 
long as the parent paper, to J1 4 1918 (not 1923? of Arndt“01son). We 
do not know if a local editor assisted for Cleveland. We found only 
one contributor's name, the Jesuit Father Paul von Haza-Radlity of 
the STIMME DER WAHRHEIT in Rothersteiner; this priest, in the States 
since 1867 ? was a poet. Politically the paper was listed as being 
Democratic. Its office in 1894 was at 413 Aubin St., in Detroit. 

Beck believed Mueller became the sole editor only when Fr. Braun had 
gone in 1900, retiring himself in 1910 but what Parrf (and Russell) 
write seems to fit better, viz., that Mueller was already replaced as 
editor in 1894 by the publisher's son. Rowell listed in 1893 Engelbert 
Andries (without Mueller) as sole publisher; in 1896 he lists the son, 
Heinrich A. Andries as editor who had just come to this work fresh 
from postgraduate studies at the University of Munich (Par<f, 699). 

Fr 0 Braun may have been with the staff until 1900. That the latter ver¬ 
sion is correct was verified by the Schmitt CLIPPINGS we saw at PPCHi: 
the top of the front page of v.24, 1898 , with Heinrich A. I. Andries 
named as editor. On this clipping we also saw that his father was, 
besides being publisher, also the proprietor. The paper's subtitle 
was given on the clipping as: "A Weekly for the German Catholics with 
the Special Recommendation of Several Bishops"; possibly this was true 
from the paper's beginning. Batten (l893) also carried the young edi¬ 
tor's name. In Ayer (1904) a new office was listed at 93 Gratiot Ave. 

From the journalist's viewpoint Beck described the paper as "one of 
the best and most comprehensive Catholic journals in the U.S. 

It carried secular as well as religious news and its characteristics 
were thoroughness, courage and constructive criticism. War conditions, 
principally the withdrawal of advertising support, forced its suspension 
in 1918." To this Pard added: "During the 43 years of its career it 
was a well-edited informative journal and more substantial than the con¬ 
current diocesan weekly; it was widely read in the Central States; 
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however, it was inevitable that the passing years should gradually 
narrow the circle ... and the end was hastened by the War. ... The 
last number, in which Engelbert Andries writes a touching farewell 
after a lifetime of devotion to their (i.e., plus his son) religious 
interest, was issued J1 4 1918." John A. Russel (298) praised "the 
high literary and philosophical merit of this religious journal 
for which E. Andries was recognized by honors from Pope' Benedict. When 
in 1918 it was necessary to cease the paper’s publication because of 
"the prejudice against everything German, E. Andries wrote in the last 
number a touching farewell." (Pard, 699“700). 

Details: The Thursday paper always had 8 pages, first of 30x44 at 

$ 2 . 50 , perhaps even 34x48 up to 1888 , certainly in 1889 with 17x24, still 
at $2.50 but soon only $2.00, Circulation figures for the two editions 
were not always distinct. For Detroit: 1872 , 2,474; 1880, 3,550; 

1885. 5,000; also I. 89 O and 1895; 1899, 7,500; 1910, 8,000; 1914, 7,000. 
For Cleveland: 1884, 2,000; 1886 , 3,500; 1892 , 3,830; 1895, 4,650; 

1914, 4,500. For both together, in 1892, 11,500; 1899, 1$,000; 1900, 
10,000; 1904, 9,250; 1910, 6,000. The paper completed 43 volumes.

SWOBODA (Liberty) ( 1896 - 9 ) 

This Polish, probably "Catholic:3" weekly (later daily) newspaper 
began in 1896 and expired (Kr. said in 1898 but perhaps that is the 
date when the weekly changed to a daily) in 1899 ; it is so noted by 
the other Polish sources. Its publisher and editor was Dr. Jdzef 
Ilowiecki, who was in the same years was also with the truly Catholic 
paper, the PRAWDA of Detroit and, after 1893, in Bay City, Mich. Since 
we lack information about the SWOBODA’s CATHOLICITY, we suppose the 
editor also directed this basically Catholic paper. Kr. described him 
as a literary minded man, a poet, unselfish, with the best heart; he 
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returned to Poland. Osada (28) described the paper as one of the best 
edited weeklies of its time, done by a gifted writer. Kr. and Zie » note 
the paper "then" as a daily; we suppose for a very short time. Ayer 
does not record it as a daily to 1899; he did give its political 
affiliation as Republican. 

Details: 4 pages, 17x24, at Si.00.

Continued as THE COLUMBIAN AND WESTERN CATHOLIC (1908-24) 

I. THE WESTERN CATHOLIC, Detroit (S 12 1869 -) 
and dated for Chicago (J1 1869 -S 2 1871) 

At first "Catholic :1c", then with its bishop’s approbation in Ja 25 
1869: "Catholic :1a" weekly newspaper which was begun in Detroit on 
S 12 1868 and expired with its issue of S 2 1871. David Barry was 
its editor, David Barry 8c Co., the publisher. At least for v.2,M. 

J. Dee was manager as his name was given in the paper. Mr, Beck 
judged the paper typographically "well done'.’ but Partf as less good 
than its precedessor,THE CATHOLIC VINDICATOR, which had died eight 
years earlier and had not been replaced since. The bishop of Detroit 
withheld approval until Ja 25 1869 and then only did it become an 
"official" diocesan paper which carried the bishop's announcements. 

Its office was at 10 and 12, E. Earned St. As a "safe" Catholic family 
organ it carried chiefly ecclesiastical and foreign news, a "sprightly" 
editorial page (Parrf), an economic section including a farmer's column, 
a children's corner, and discussions of lectures, e.g., by Paulist 
founder Fr. Hecker on "Luther and His Time". On J1 3 1869 an adver¬ 
tising issue appeared which informed the Catholics of Chicago about 
the new Chicago edition and listed an office in that city at 113 
Madison St. With v.2 it was improved in appearance and contents. We 
saw v.2, no. 1 (S 11 1869 ) in which the editor told his readers that 

he wanted to show his readers what a real Catholic paper should be so 
that they could judge the necessity of such a paper. In its contents 
a directory of churches appeared first, then local and foreign, includ¬ 
ing Irish, news of the Church, and other interests, followed by a 
serial story, poetry, publications received, miscellaneous matter and 
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about two pages of ads. Pard found it still "colorless". It had won 
readers in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa and Indiana in addition to 
Michigan and Illinois (LIT.HANDWEISER,l869) and "was taken by almost 
every clergyman in the West" (ad in Rowell, I 87 O). In Chicago it was 
listed in the CITY DIR., 1870 , with address at l4l Madison St. 

Details: Published on Saturday, 8 pages, first "small", then "en¬ 

larged:, referring to v.2 which we saw; its 8 pages had 6 columns, 
15x19, with particularly small type, priced at $2.00; circulation in 
1870,5,000.

II, THE WESTERN CATHOLIC (having moved to Chicago) (S 9 1871-1887) 


With the change of place v.4 began stressing Irish matters so as to 
become an almost Irish "Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper. The manager, 

M. J, Dee of Detroit and W. Dee (Farmer, 678 ) had formed a com¬ 
pany: Dee & Co„, being owners, publishers and editors, keeping a 
branch office in Detroit (Rowell, 1873) and having a new one in Chi¬ 
cago at 113 S. Desplaines St. We saw the issue of N 25 1871 in which 
the editor excused himself for having reduced the 8 pages to 4, the 
great fire being the reason; he promised to enlarge it again soon. 

The contents had some new headlines: "Miscellaneous Telegrams", and "La 
test Irish Mail", Thus, the paper developed into an Irish journal. 

THE CATHOLIC FAMILY ALMANAC (New York, 1872) carried a review, treat¬ 
ing it as though it were a new Chicago paper saying: "An excellent 
weekly; its circulation doubled; recommended by high ecclesiastical 
authorities; (it) contains able editorials, topics of interest to 
the Catholics of America, a weekly summary of the most important 
events in the U.S. and the world (with) original stories (and) reli¬ 
gious, scientific and literary sections; ... for the farmer of the 
West." 

With v.5 (1872-3) Dee was replaced as publisher by the West. Catholic j 
P ub. Co., 64 W. Washington St., and, it seems, in the following year 
by a new editor, Wm. Mackay Lomasney, now at Madison and Market Sts. 

The editor enjoyed a good circulation and believed his paper to be "a 
worthy representative of the Catholic West ... of religion, freedom 
and progress," In l874~5 (v.6) John R. Coffey was listed as manager, 
joined in 1876 by Cornelius J. Coffey, with Coffey and Co.., listed 
in the paper in 1877 as publishers; they seem also to have been the 
editors. In l886“7 no name appeared but Ayer (1888) noted for the 
preceding year of 1887 a new publisher, G. P. Engelhard & Co. Almost 
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each year the adaress of the office changed as one can see from the 
CHICAGO CITY DIR. from 1871 ff., mostly in the area of LaSalle and 
Monroe Sts. Ayer ran this ad in 1877 (156): "The W.C. is the leading 
Irish and Catholic journal of the West; 14,000 copies circulate among 
the Catholic clergy, in Catholic educational institutions and in homes 
of Catholic farmers of the Northwest; it is the organ (does not say 
"official organ") in the diocese of Chicago with 350,000 Catholics, 
and of the Irish societies in the state." One may question the success 
a bit since in that year the Milwaukee edition of the CATHOLIC VINDICATOR 
as well as the CHICAGO PILOT addressed themselves to the same Catholic 
groups. Pettengill in 1878 also carried an ad claiming that it circulated 
"among an intelligent class of eager readers". Through examination of 
v.4-21 (1871-1887) we noted the stress on Irish subjects and also 
interest in labor problems; we failed to find reviews of books and 
periodicals. An 1886 ad in Alden (404) stated: "the leading Catholic 
journal, independent in politics, always ready to oppose abuses in 
Church or State when the interests of our religion and country demand 
it. In its advocacy of the cause of Ireland it ranks among the foremost 
Irish-American journals; ... it is essentially a family paper." 

Details: The Saturday paper had, 1877 ff., 8 pages, 6 columns, 15x22, 

at $2.00; 1872 ff.: 7 columns, 18x23, $ 2 . 50 ; 1873 ff: 31x44, illus¬ 
trated (mostly portraits), $2.00. In 1873 circulation: 4,200; 1875, 
13,000; 1877, 14,000; l 880 ff. 12,000.

III. WESTERN CATHOLIC NEWS , Chicago (S l887"1901?) 

Change of titles again was partly connected with a change of manage¬ 
ment of this Irish, "Catholic :1c", weekly newspaper. John R. Coffey 
remained as manager (Milbourne) but new as publisher and editor was 
John C. Phillip; the office was at 34 Pacific Ave», acc. To CHIC. 

CITY DIR. which listed the paper to 1890 and again from l895”7 but 
without details other than new addresses. In reality the paper was 
not interrupted as the newspaper directory listings might imply; 

PPCHi has copies of the years l891"4. Nevertheless in 1890 something 
must have happened. We saw a copy of THE CATHOLIC HOME (Chicago; 
v.7,no.27,1890) in which its editor announced they have "purchased the 
plant and mailing list of the late WESTERN CATHOLIC of this city." The 
"late" WESTERN CATHOLIC, not W.C.News! Did the NEWS not have the same 
plant and mailing list as the W.C. did before? Did the Catholic 
Foresters, publishers of THE CATHOLIC HOME, publish also the W.C.NEWS 
after 1890? They were the group which sold their paper in 1892 to 
the newly established diocesan paper, THE NEW WORLD. Certainly the 
paper continued but instead of Phillip as publisher the Western 
Catholic News was given as publisher to 1897. 
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Details: From 1888 a Saturday paper, politically independent, 8 pages, 
reduced from the large size to 15x22; up to 1890, $ 1 . 50 , then $2.00 
until 1897; circulating at first 24,475; 1892, only 12,000 (after the 
start of THE NEW WORLD), then to 1897, back to 22,5000.

IV. WESTERN CATHOLIC (?1902“7) 

THE COLUMBIAN AND WESTERN CATHOLIC (1908-24) 

The paper regained its old title of WESTERN CATHOLIC, probably in 
1902; it kept the same characteristics. CHICAGO CITY DIR. had ceased 
to list it in 1898 but carried it again in 1903 until 1908 with a 
new address of 59 Dearborn St. We saw copies at PPCHi up to 1901; 
there, e.g., S.1899 was volume 32 which continues the regular pattern 
back to v.l (1868). Arthur Preuss, in 1899» stated in his REVIEW that 
the paper’s title had changed. We suppose it had to struggle alongside 
the Irish CATHOLIC PILOT and THE NEW WORLD, the latter becoming more 
and more powerful. The latter never mentioned the W.C, in the history 
of the Catholic papers in Chicago. Dauchy ceased to list it in 1901; 
Pierce believed it expired in 1905* Hoffmann listed it yet in 1906; 
Ayer, too, and Severance even in 1908, which actually means 1907 . 

That we believe is the correct end date because we know that THE 
COLUMBIAN, Chicago’s Knights of Columbus' society paper, had bought 
the W.C.; then in 1908 we found both papers united under the title 
of THE COLUMBIAN AND WESTERN CATHOLIC, thus published until 1924 when 
the COLUMBIAN appeared again with the short title which it still 
maintains in 1964. The copies we saw after the merger did not show 
any influence of the W. C. upon the society paper; therefore, we say 
that the WESTERN CATHOLIC died in 1907. 

Details: The Saturday paper, which still had 8 pages, had kept the 

size of 15 x 22 and price of $2.00; it circulated 22,5000 in 1899 (from 
the figures cited above) but also listed only 8,000, apparently for 
the same year. It had reached 40 volumes by 1907.

WESTERN CATHOLIC REGISTER (J1 16 l842-Ap 22 1843 or somewhat longer) 

This"Catholic:1a" (official diocesan organ), weekly newspaper began 
on J1 16 1842 and ended - -!! seems -- after 39 issues on Ap 22 1843 or 
perhaps a few issues later. Par# has added after p.680 of his work a 
reproduction of the title page of the first issue with the date of 
J1 16 1842 clearly seen. Because Farmer, Burton Hist. Coll, and Beck 
have J1 23 we requested Duns Scotus College to check its copy; Rev. 
Timon Cook was definite that the first issue was J1 16; there was no 
J1 23 issue because the editor explained on p,7: "In order to have 
time to receive subscriptions ... we shall be under the necessity of 
omitting next Saturday's publication." No, 2 appeared on J1 30 and 
weekly thereafter. Parrf remarked that Farmer, as does Burton Hist. 
Coll., believed the paper live one year; we found sources listing it 
still in 1845. Parrf wrote that, "The last days of the W.C.R. were pre¬ 
saged in the issue of Ap 22 1843." 

Though Bishop Rese (to 1837) had already prepared a paper for his 
diocese with Rev. Bernard O'Cavanagh, pastor of Holy Trinity, as 
editor he was not yet able to realize it but his successor, Bishop 
P, P. Lefevere did and gave it his approbation as the diocesan paper. 
Publisher and editor was Eugene T„ Smith, Par£ (682) found only 
(as noted in no.3 of the paper) that he was formerly the editor of the 
MACOMB COUNTY REPUBLICAN and Par<? believed he was a convert (682, note 
13). The office was at Jefferson Ave., and Griswold St. THE RELIGIOUS 
CABINET (Baltimore) introduced the W„C,R. as "a new periodical; 
a channel of instruction, an auxiliary in the dissemination of reli¬ 
gious truth, especially for the population of the West." 

On the title page, at top, is shown a flying angel with a scroll: 
"Behold, I bring you good tidings" and below the motto: "Prove all 
things; hold fast that is good." The editor said, the price was kept 
low at $1.00, because "only a few people work all by themselves". 

There was no real editorial introduction; only a few policy statements 
(Parrf,682; 683~4): "The paper's make up (is) not unattractive, its 
contents varied enough to be interesting; ... (news such as) the YOUNG 
CATHOLICS MAGAZINE protest against public school text books, some local 
news, societies, advertisements for Catholic books, the temperance 
societies, missions in Michigan, the new Mt 0 Elliott Cemetery." 

Sr. M. Justilla, working on Wisconsin history, found that while in 
Milwaukee the Germans read the WAHRHEITSFREUND, English speaking 
Catholics read the Detroit WESTERN REGISTER, The U, S 0 CATHOLIC 
MAGAZINE (Baltimore) stated that the W.C.R, was "also a source for 
church news for Milwaukee." The Detroit English speaking Catholics 
were not numerous enough to support the paper. Its editor complained 
about financial problems. There must have been a crisis prior to Ja 
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1843 because the N« Y. FREEMAN’S JOURNAL (Ja 14) listed the paper with 
others as "having been discontinued for want of support" which in 
reality did not happen until Ap 22 or soon after. 

Details* This Saturday paper had 8 pages, 3 columns, 9x11, later 10x12. 
Price was $1.00, delivered in the city, $1.30. The 39 issues of v. 1 
totaled 300 pages.

THE WESTERN CATHOLIC REGISTER WAS THE FIRST "CATHOLIC BY PURPOSE" 

(even the first diocesan paper) WEEKLY NEWSPAPER IN DETROIT AND 
MICHIGAN ON JULY 1842.

I. WESTERN HOME JOURNAL (S 28 l872“D 29 1882) 

II. THE MICHIGAN CATHOLIC (Ja 6 1883-1964+) 

I. THE WESTERN HOME JOURNAL was an Irish, "Catholic :1c" at first and, 
from 1878 ff. "la" official dioc esan weekly newspaper. It began with 
a few Irish topics, then a growing number so that in 1880 the ILLUS¬ 
TRATED CELTIC MONTHLY (New York) could call it "patriotic in tone". 

It was begun by James O'Brien (Applegate, 63 ) on S 28 l8?2 (or was 
"launched" by J. D. Finnegan, the editor; Beck & Parrf, 694); it was 
owned, at least in 1876 by James O'Brien (Applegate, 63 ) and published 
by the Western Home Journal Co. or by N. S. Potter (Rowell, 1873) who 
was also business manager (Pettengill, 1874). The office was at 210 
Jefferson Ave. up to Ag 1874. The first traveling agent named in the 
paper was William E. Savage (0 12 1872), working only to D 4 1872 (later 
becoming its owner), replaced by W. Trainer on D 21, who also acted as 
a correspondent to Ap 19 1873* 

"Several months later" wrote Par£ (694) the paper "came under some 
sort of new control" we saw in v.l,no.31 (Apr 26 1873; microfilm ed.) 
on the paper's masthead: Pres. D. P. McCarthy; Secretary, John Drew; 
General Agent, J.D.Finnegan; Travel Agent, W. Trainer. To this list 
were added five other directors on My 3 1873, O'Brien and Potter among 
them. We do not know, because of missing copies (Ag 9 l873“Mr 21 1874), 
when during this time the administrative arrangement was changed and if 
Finnegan remained as editor until Ja 1878 ; we know only that on the 
latter date no names were carried on the masthead nor for the follow¬ 
ing three years. Par€ ( 698 ,note 37) found in Farmer ( 689 ) that William 
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E. Savage now purchased the WHJ on Ja 15 1878 (this year is missing 
in the holdings and therefore in the microfilm ) and became its 
publisher, manager and editor. Savage, who had lived for two years in 
Lansing, Mich., where he had worked with the REPUBLICAN before he 
became traveling agent for the WHJ (0 12 - D. 14 1872), was hired in 
1873 ff. by the DETROIT TRIBUNE. Bishop Borgess "recommended" the 
WHJ; it was taken as the official organ of the diocese; in the fol¬ 
lowing five years Savage made it a leading Catholic paper. When he 
needed help Bp. Borgess invited as asst, editor William Henry Hughes 
from Grand Rapids (q.v. for short biographical infra with MICH.CATH.). 
From D 22 l88l to the end of 1882 Savage and Hughes were listed on 
the masthead as editor and asst. ed. The office addresses changed 
on Ag 3 1874 to Tribune Bldg., Larned St.; Ja 9 1879 ff.: 50 Larned 
St.; Je 7 1879 ff. 46 Larned St.; Ap 30 1882, Post & Tribune Bldg., 

44 Larned St., West. Savage retired toward the end of 1882. Hughes 
purchased the WHJ (AVE MARIA 1883) and became sole editor on Ja 6 
1883 (Parrf, 698); he continued the paper but gave it the new title of 
MICHIGAN CATHOLIC. In the latter (Ja 27 1883, 4) it is said that 
Savage retired "quietly 1 ' and that it was assumed he would work for the 
children's magazine ANGELUS (q.v.) of which he was already publisher. 

The WHJ itself began in S 1872 "humbly and frowzy" (Parrf 694). 

Michigan had not had a Catholic paper since THE WESTERN CATHOLIC had 
moved from Detroit to Chicago on S 9 1871. WHJ's founder and editor, 
Finnegan, said in his "Salutatory (v.l,no.l,4) to the Catholics of 
the diocese of Michigan that he wanted to cover the vacant place of 
a Catholic organ, to honor and defend the Church, to heal the blind¬ 
ness of many, to clear Catholic principles from suspicion and, of 
course, he asked for patronage. His aim was a standard paper with 
recent news, stories about religion, historical and biographical 
matters; it would be devoted to Catholic thought and politically inde¬ 
pendent. Parrf (695) believed with all its shortcomings the paper was 
better than its predecessors. It carried clerical appointments, the 
activities of the bishops and news of the parishes as would a 
diocesan paper but it did not have the bishop's formal approbation. 

The first issues began with a table of contents, city news, biographical 
notes, a saint's story or a sermon, poems, "Farm and Garden" notes, 
"Sanitary and Scientific", market and commerical news, and ads. Later 
other items followed: Temperance; Obituaries; Choice Lietrature; School 
Questions, Telegraphic Notes, etc. Of foreign news that from Ireland 
was so stressed that it was called an Irish organ, justified by its 
largely Irish clientele. Other Catholic publications were announced 
or reviewed occasionally. Nevertheless, at the end of the first vo¬ 
lume, the editor wrote that there should have been 5>000 subscribers 
and of the 2,000, 1,200 had not paid. Further improvement was made 
in reporting of societies. In Detroit the attempt was made to create 
a Union of Catholic Societies, already vainly tried in l853> again under 
Bp. Lefevre in 1872, revived in 1874, which was welcomed by the Newark 
CATHOLIC CITIZEN (Ap 18 1875: "That sterling WHJ approves of im¬ 
mediate steps (in forming) Young Men's Associations (and the) adhesion 
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of the numerous societies." But the Detroit "Union" also failed in 
1896 (Par^, 896). But on the whole the WHJ prospered. Canadians 
read it, finding their news in the paper; Canadian boarding schools 
were advertised besides those of Michigan and other nearby states. 

Ft, Wayne had part of a column; more regularly now the contents of 
good magazines, Catholic and secular, were given. In 1874 (F 5) the 
CATHOLIC VINDICATOR (Milwaukee) wrote of an article by "Miss Buchanan, 
this estimable lady, advocating women’s rights from a Catholic view¬ 
point," printed in WHJ, probably in Ja 1874; she edited, in 1869, THE 
LITTLE ORPHAN (q.v.; a fair paper). 

When the WHJ was in Savage's charge, the volume beginning had changed 
from Oct. to Jan,, Bp. Borgess had made the paper his official or¬ 
gan with his best wishes printed below the masthead and a statement 
of hope that the present.manager would improve it to the highest 
standard which Savage promised in the same issue of Ja 9 l8?9* "to 
improve the now 48 column paper with "Catholic Intelligence", general, 
local and Irish news, etc., and to make it a "Pure Paper„"a"Family Paper". 
The bishops of London (Ontario), Marquette, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
Providence, R.L, joined the "Approval" by Bishop Borgess of the 
"praiseworthy WHJ, bright, full of choice Catholic news," the only 
English Catholic paper in Michigan, On My 17 1879 a "City" and a "Mail- 
Edition" were added. In 1880 the editor could state success for 1879, 
citing "a steady growth". We, for our special purpose, found many 
remarks about other Catholic periodicals in it, even a new one; 

CATHOLIC KNIGHTS,of Ja 24 1880 in Menominee, not known to other sources. 
On Ap 10 1880 Mr. Savage wrote that his paper with 21x27 inches is now 
the largest Catholic paper in the West; he had congratulations e.g. 
from THE ILLUS. CELTIC MONTHLY (l880), as "an enterprising publication, 
(with) very notable improvements..." and THE AVE MARIA (1880), "evident 
signs of prosperity, recently enlarged to almost the double of its 
former size.,, Mr. Savage will spare neither pains nor expense... 

Praise for his energy." He seems not to have been on good terms with 
the German Catholic weekly, STIMME DER WAHRHEIT, which he calls "Herr 
Stimme" and corrected again and again its opinions. In 188.1 the WHJ 
was called a "live paper", "richly deserving good fortune", "the best 
Irish-American paper in the States; Savage always a friend of the 
Irish." In October all subscribers received a picture "The Cause of 
Ireland". In December, when William H. Hughes of Grand Rapids joined 
the editor, more matter of interest for that city were added. About 
1882, we have no details, this year being missing in holdings. Until 
the end of 1882 the WHJ was a powerful, leading 56-column total 
Catholic paper, (^.Iden 1882), the work of Savage who had carried out 
what he had promised, with a faithfulness that gave his paper a decided 
national flavor(Pard 698), 

Details; published Saturdays from 1872 to the end of 1.877, then 
Thursdays; always 8 pages with 5, 6, then 7 columns according to its 
varying size. From newspaper directories we have the following; 13x19 
(1872), 26x38 (1873), 33x44 (1875)-) 35x48 inches in 1880/81. These 
sizes seem doubtful, since the editor himself wrote on Ag 10 1880; "with 
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21x27 inches the WHJ is now the largest Catholic paper in the West;" 
for the latter size it was congratulated by other papers in the 
following issues; we cannot judge the right size from the microfilm. 

The price was always $2.00, Illustrations were few and mostly 
portraits and buildings besides objects in the advertisements. 
Circulation in 1872, 2,000; in 1874, 2,500; l8?5i 5,000; 1877, 4.000; 
as the highest, in l88l, 3 , 500 ; 10,000 in 1882 seems a mistake, because 
the continuation by the MICHIGAN CATHOLIC also began with 3,000 copies . 
The paper covered 10 volumes to D 1882.

II. THE MICHIGAN CATHOLIC was not a new paper; it took over v. 10 
of WHJ with its last number 536 (D 1882), continuing for a time this 
old series besides a new series v, 1, no 1 in Ja 6 1883. It remained 
Irish at first, later less, "Catholic :1a" as an official diocesan 
(Beck and Partf 698 ) weekly newspaper, still alive in 1964. 

1. The staff and offices: William Henry Hughes from the WHJ remained, 
became owner, changed the title, and was also editor and publisher 
(with The Mich. Catholic Co.) 

Born in Grand Rapids, Mich., he gave up his studies for 
the priesthood because of failing health in seminaries at 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Emmitsburg and at Macon, Ga. As a 
genial and scholarly layman he became a reporter on the 
daily GRAND RAPIDS LEADER (WHJ, D 15 l 88 l, p.4) then 
(Parrf, 698 ) the capable and conscientious journalist 
devoted 34 years of his life to the Catholic WHJ and M.C., 
"giving a fixed character as a definite quantity in American 
religious literature" said his friend John A. Russel, who 
was also a contributor to Hughes* paper. His life was one 
of self sacrifice and charity towards his fellowmen. He 
died Ja 15 1917 (q.v. in M.C.'s number of Ja 18 1917, his 
picture and memorial). 

In 1884, Oct 2 ff. the presswork for the M.C. was done by Kilroy and 
Brennan; how long? Hughes had in Ja 1886 a co-editor, John Hyde, who 
was before editor of the short-lived CATHOLIC CHRONICLE, Bay City, 
Mich, (q.v.). In the M.C., My 22 1884, 4, one reads: "our esteemed 
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confrere? ex"Judge John Hyde...was a most welcome caller at the M.C. 
office previous to his departure for Europe»" That was probably the 
first connection to his editorship two years later* Hyde left the 
paper on 0 29 1891* First Professor Maurice Francis Egan from Notre 
Dame University helped him with a series of 12 articles, beginning in 
N 1891. Then his name was on the masthead, after Hughes, as editorial 
contributor from S 29 1892 to D 1893 • Still in D 1893 Hughes alone was 
given as editor and proprietor. During that time his friend John A. 
Russel, Dean of the Night School of Commerce, was a frequent contributor 
of editorials. If in I 89 I 1 or later Miss Josephine Sullivan joined the 
staff we do not know; certain it is that she became a part“owner and 
that she married, becoming Mrs. Conlon. When Hughes died in Ja 1917? 
she assumed already in January the paper’s editorial direction, 
possibly alone? She died in My 1920. Thomas P. and Frank E. Philipps 
conducted the paper for Mrs. Conlon’s estate to the end of the year, 
while already in May 1920 Bishop J. Gallagher of Detroit acquired the 
paper for the diocese and made it its official organ (which it was~as 
we believe^already )0 He made Rev. Frank A. Pokriefka the managing 
editor in Ja 1921 and at the same time Isma Martin the editor who was 
soon replaced by Scannell O’Neill (? “ Ap 1922), followed by Anthony 
J. Beck (Mr 5 1922) who remained almost 40 years with the M.G. 

Anthony J. Beck came from Campion College, Prairie du Chien, 
Wise.; he was an editor first of the CATHOLIC TRIBUNE, 

Dubuque, Iowa (q.v.) and, after 14 years, to the M.G. He 
was president of the Catholic Press Association in 1928“30 
and wrote the ’’Sketch of the Catholic Press in Michigan” in 
April 1934 for the M.C., often quoted in our study. He gave 
us in 1951 still more details from the office of the paper; 
we suppose meanwhile he retired. 

He had an associate editor, Ray H. Pfau from Ja 1927 onward, how long? 
Another editor’s name we found only for 1950, Edward McDonnell with 
C. Joseph Fleming as advertising manager, he was still there in 1962. 

For the year I960 Rev. R. T. Parrish was the editor, for 1962 Rev. 
William X. Kienzle. Since most of the listings, even the old CPD, 
carried no names at all it is impossible to give a complete list. 

The addresses of M.C.’s offices: 1885 ; Post and Tribune Bldg. 44 Larned 
St., West; 1884 % 87 Jefferson Ave., then with the firm Kilroy and 
Brennan doing the presswork; in 188? a branch office existed in Grand 
Rapids from Ja “ My, furtheron the paper was also dated for that city: 
Detroit, My 5 1887? .11 Rowland St.; around 1898 : 64 State St.; 1934: 

6202 Hamilton Ave,; 1950-1962: 644 Selden Ave. 

2. The paper itself.According to the microfilm and other sources we 
know that William H. Hughes (v.l no I, p.4) wanted to maintain 
"Catholic interest, to bring good reliable Catholic information, to 
vindicate the Holy Faith from attacks, to instruct and amuse, too; 
furthermore to review important events from the Catholic viewpoint, to 
condemn what is wrong and to act according to charity.” In the paper 
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(p.4) Bishop Borgess' "recommendation" of Ja 2 1883 is reprinted asking 
the diocese to support the paper* "Diocese News" follow on that page. 

On Mr 24 follows the "recommendation" of Bishop J. Vertin of the 
northern diocese of Michigan, as he says, added to the "approbation" 
of Bishop Borgess (hoping for our purpose to conclude from the use of 
"recommendation", "approbation", a bishop's"letter" the degree of 
official status of tike paper, we are at a loss; each expression is used, 
nevertheless we believe the paper an official organ). Bishop Borgess 
praised the editor for "his noble sacrifices to the maintenance of the 
paper, manfully having gone through a trying ordeal" (N 1884). In Ja 
7 1886 he wrote a "letter", expressing his high appreciation. This 
was followed only by a "Card" ( 1885 ) of the bishop of Grand Rapids 
(a diocese since 1882). Alden had, in an advertisement of 1886,543* 

"The only-Catholic paper in English in the State, 56 columns, (which) 
reaches also Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and Wisconsin." Politically, 
(DETROIT CITY DIRECTORY 1886) the paper was "Independent." It carried 
on p. 4 also "Our Book Table" with new books, and secular and Catholic 
magazines with their contents. Since Hughes came from Grand Rapids, 
the local news for that city takes more space, but other places, too, 
have "Letters!" 

After My 1886 the paper had a newly arranged top: around the title a 
picture, to the left, Indians visiting the place where Detroit began; 
to the right, Detroit, a modern city with factories, to which the 
editor added, p.4: "the new dress (shows) the success and prosperity 
of the paper." The M.C. took active part in the labor discussions in 
those years and was a very prominent socio-political Catholic paper 
(Browne). Again and again it is necessary in the column "To Our Read¬ 
ers" to ask them to pay for the subscription. From 1887 onward the 
paper was dated at Grand Rapids. On Ja 5 1888, p.4, the M.C, offers 
its subscription together with DONOHOE'S MAGAZINE (Boston) for $3.00, 
instead of $4.00. On My 24 1888 Bishop Foley of Detroit was 
introduced, his consecration recorded, but only on Ja 3 1889 the 
bishop wrote that he "commends" the paper, approving the clergy's 
cooperation, "as the official organ (not of the diocese) of the 
Michigan C.M.B.A., it merits every encouragement.". The paper treats 
the Catholic associations at great length, besides the C.M.B.A., the 
A.O.H., the C.B.L. (Cath. Benevolent Legion), the Knights of St.John, 
etc. On Ja 10 1889 a column is devoted to Father Hecker who had died. 
From June ff. much is discussed, first about the preparations, then 
about the Catholic Congress Meeting of Prominent Laymen (N 4-6 1889 ) 
in Baltimore and afterwards the result. Catholic education interested 
many in all years. New departments are added to the paper's contents, 
for the youth, the ladies, the housewives; many ads fill the pages. 
During Maurice Francis Egan's co-editorship he had written a series 
of 12 articles, "Our Heritage of Literature and Art", printed also 
in other papers, in M.C. N 1891 ff.; then during 1892/93 through him 
perhaps, literary topics are stressed a bit. Hughes was not, like 
Savage, interested in success or failure of new Catholic periodicals, 
we were not able to find new titles or information for our work. The 
Irish topics we believe are stressed less, concentrated in about one 
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and a half column (1894). For some years Christmas issues were added; 
on J1 16 1896 an A.O.H. Supplement, illustrated of 4 pages. The old 
letter of Bishop Foley was renewed on D 31 1896 as , 'Commendation ,, : 

"We earnestly recommend to the clergy and Laity.followed by the 
old "card" of Bishop Richter of Grand Rapids. On Je 23 of 1898 a 
"Supreme Officers Knights of St. John, esp. of Michigan" supplement of 
12 pages illustrated was published and on Oct. 13 1898 a number for 
"Our American Archbishops.". Up to 1900 the paper did not change much 
in its character but it was aware of all new interests and movements. 

After 1900 we want only to note that the CATHOLIC VIGIL, existing 
19l6"1929 as the diocesan paper of the new diocese of Grand Rapids, 
was in 1929 absorbed by the M.C., and that valuable special issues 
were published, e.g. THE MICHIGAN CATHOLIC BI-CENTENNIAL ISSUE (Ag 
22 1901, 40 pages, compiled by Richard Robert Elliott, a CHRISTMAS- 
REVIEW (D 15 1921 with 116 pages,) therein also the dioceses and the 
paper 5 s history treated, or a DIOCESAN CENTENNIAL EDITION in 1933, 

88 p; an INSTALLATION EDITION in 1937, 192 pp. etc.

GRAND RAPIDS 

Already in 1874 it was the second largest city in the state, the 
Catholics having three parishes for 300 Irish and 160 German families, 
says the WESTERN HOME HOURNAL, Ag 15 1874, 4. When this Detroit paper 
was named MICHIGAN CATHOLIC ( 1883 ), it- had as editor William H. Hughes 
from Grand Rapids who kept for his hometown a rather regular column in 
his paper, even tried to have a branch-office there in Monroe St. for 
a short time in 1887° When Grand Rapids was made a diocese in 1882, 
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its bishop, Henry Joseph Richter, recommended the MICHIGAN CATHOLIC also 
for his diocese. It is astonishing nevertheless that not one Catholic 
serial was started in a city with 7 parishes in 1900, when for 87,000 
inhabitants existed 20 secular papers. Bishop Richter tried a diocesan 
paper only in 1916, which was in 1929 absorbed again by the MICHIGAN 
CATHOLIC.

This was an Indian Mission, Holy Childhood of Jesus, (in the diocese 
of Grand Rapids) which was cared for in 1883 by one, in 1900, by two 
Fathers and 3 Brothers.

I. ANISHINABE ENAMIAD and SUPPLEMENT was a "Catholic :1b", monthly 
devotional magazine, written in the Chippewa Indian language, 
established in Mr 1896 and went on to F 1903* It was published by 
Franciscan Fathers of the Province of Sacred Heart for the missions 
among the Chippewa and Ottawa Indians. Publisher was Rev. Zephryin 
Engelhardt, O.F.M., who was also editor and promoter. It was printed 
in the Holy Childhood Mission School at the same place. In 1898 a 
Supplement of two pages was added in English until N 1902, when a 
magazine was made out of it. Arthur Preuss (REVIEW Mr 30 1899) reviewed 
the March nurfuner of 1899? saying that an old Indian, "Uncle Jo" con¬ 
tributed occasionally to it and that a Catholic Indian Report in that 
nummer showed that 78 priests work among 74,468 Catholic Indians in 
U.S., keeping up 135 churches and 70 schools exclusively for them. 
ANISHINABE ENAMIAD was not the first Indian periodical; see SINA SAPA, 
Fort Totten, N.D., or even for an almanac of 1834: KIKINAWADENDA- 
MOIWEWIN in Green Bay, Wis.

THIRD ORDER FORUM (1922-1940) 

It was clearly stated that this Catholic monthly magazine is a contin¬ 
uation of the MESSENGER (supra) though it was created in another place 
and by another staff of the same Franciscan Fathers. The purpose was 
now a different one: to make the readers acquainted with the work done 
by the Order in the missions and awaken the interest in The Third 
Order Secular. Rev. Alois Fromm was its first editor, Rev. Ferdinand 
Grtin was the editorial writer, Rev. Alfred Tritz the manager. Its 
contents consisted of articles and notes on the missions here and 
abroad, of Franciscan colleges and communications of the Third Order. 

When it was transferred to Chicago, where a new building,near St. 
Augustine's church,1434 W 51st St., was waiting for it in 1920, its 
advertising was given to a New York firm, John J. O'Keeffe; the result 
was an immense increase of subscribers with a nationwide circulation 
for two years. Then the people forgot to pay or did not renew, and 
only about half of them remained faithful. Therefore the magazine 
was in 1923 given in charge of Joseph M. Meier, who published in 
that time also the CATHOLIC PRESS DIRECTORY (1923"32). For being 
"nationwide" the contents of the magazine had to be made more general, 
a family magazine, even with new fashions for ladies; therefore for 
the Third Order a new magazine needed to be started: THE THIRD ORDER 
FORUM (1922) Fathers Ferdinand, Giles, Hilarius and Faustin Hack were 
occupied with it, later Fr. James Meyer, Norbert Schmalz and Fr. 

Joseph Eckelkamp. In the thirties the magazine had lost its 
attraction (1932) and did not recover. It died in Je 1940.

KALAMAZOO 

In the diocese of Detroit it had until 1900 only one church, St. 
Augustine, publishing the following parish-paper, while 24,000 
inhabitants were served by 6 secular papers,

I. THE KALAMAZOO ANGELUS was a weekly parish-paper, the first issue 
published on Ap 23 1893, "published by a Detroit house" (Msgr, Keating), 
the last issue with this title on Je 11 1893. The AVE MARIA wrote, Je 
2 1893 1 that the K.A. 

was a Parish Manual of St. Augustine's Church, a weekly 
publication, illustrated, which wants to be a source of 
encouragement to the parishioners, for greater zeal and 
devotion...of mutual interest and activity of pastors and 
people..., providing good literature... 
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It was started by Rev. Frank A. O'Brien. His parish was mentioned in 
the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW of 1890: "0»Brien»s...St. Augustine's 

Church is a model parish if we may judge from the way in which this 
"Parish Book" is arranged...a well financed administration, perfect 
organization, covering all interests of the people..." 

To straighten out the corresponding volumes to the dates we need to 
add that the volumes 1, 2 and 3 were irregular, semi-annual, v.l and 
2 pressed, into nine months, v.3 beginning in Ja 1894, v.4 then in Jl, 
this latter issue is preserved in the parish. 

II. THE KALAMAZOO AUGUSTINIAN, beginning on Je 18 1893 with the 
purpose "to familiarize the parishioners with affairs of the church, 
to give home news to those whose life work called them from Kalamazoo 
...in Mendon, Otsego, Plainwell.„.to advance the cause of Catholicity" 
(Keating). Or the ROSARY judged: 

It is usually a modest parish journal, but the July number 
of 1894, the silver jubilee of the parish, brings the 
history of that part of Michigan and of the church, an 
evidence of zealous Catholicity since 1832 . ** The AVE 
MARIA (Ag 1894) reviewed the same number: the good 
taste of this souvenir and the excellent spirit in which 
it is carried out...in an unusual degree.Father O'Brien 
... has kept in the background. 

That our source Baumgartner has given this Kalamazoo publication the 
establishing date of 1869 (instead of 1893 ) is now explained: he saw 
the jubilee number and counted 25 years back, but it was the jubilee 
of the parish, not of the publication. 

III. THE AUGUSTINIAN, the third title, beginning on Jl 1 1905 1 

was published and edited, still by Msgr. O'Brien who remained pastor 
of the church to 1921; Ayer named him until 1924 as editor, perhaps- 
though retired-he kept this work when Henry O'Neill was the pastor in 
1922/23. Then the new pastor, Rev. John R. Hackett, took over until 
"he gave it up because of lack of interest" (Keating) - not known 
exactly when-. Mr. Frank M. Gleason continued it (we saw his name 
listed on copies from 1934-46), who had it first printed by a local 
printer and, when this one died, by Norman Bruex or The Kalamazoo 
Publishing Co., 338 Parsons St..The clergy was contributing. Sister 
Zita from Nazareth College spoke with Mr. Gleason who agreed with 
the given end-date of 1946. We saw an issue of a new parish bulletin 
ST. AUGUSTINE of Ja 20 1963 , not a direct follower of our item, just 
a weekly schedule of the parish.

(Keating), illustrated, or in 1894: "modest". In 1924: 4 columns,

L°UNI0N FRANCO-AMERICAINE (S l889“l891) 

This French, "Catholic:3 "1 weekly newspaper was established in S 1889 , 
lasted "about two years" (Belisle), to 1891. It was founded by a com¬ 
pany which owned the paper with capital of $10,000; its president was 
Joseph Grrfgoire and the manager Pierre Primeau. It was published and 
edited by Trflesphore Saint-Pierre, who had just given up a paper in 
Bay City, his L'OUEST FRAN^AIS (Je 14 l888-My 1889 ), because he wanted 
to work on his book HISTOIRE DES CANADIENS DU MICHIGAN (published in 
l895)i in which he did not mention his own journalistic enterprises. 

He waa in 1890 replaced by. J.rE.Rochon, who had left LE PATRIOTE in 
Bay City, not remaining long with this paper. "Later" (Trftrault) 
Charles Gurfrin took his place, which may have been in 1890 or 9l» 

In the latter year the paper failed. Belisle (123) knew that "all 
enterprises of that kind" lacked support, but L'UNION nevertheless 
had done much good for the patriotism of the Canadians, which was 
the main aim of the journal. 

Details: Published Thursdays, 4 pages, 18x24 inches, $2.00 in 1891 , 
according to Rowell,

Now in the diocese of Grand Rapids it had between 1878 and 1900 one 
church, for the members of which the following magazine was published, 
while a population of 7i000 in 1900 had 3 secular papers. 
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This was a "Catholic :1c" monthly magazine, established in 1884 (Rowell), 
listed by Rowell only once in 1886, probably its last year* Middleton 
had no date at all. Rowell had as publisher and editor L. P. Paquin; 
nothing else known.

MARQUETTE

papers; the 10,000 inhabitants had in 1900 only two mining papers. 

LA SENTINELLE (Jl 1888 -J 1 1889 ) 

see first LE COURRIER , Bay City, Mich. (l878?-l887?) 
then LA TRIBUNE , Marinette, Wis. (Ag 1889-1891?) 

This Franco-American, "Catholic:3", weekly newspaper, written in 
French, was started in Jl 1888, lasted 13 months, to Jl 1889 . Its 
founder, publisher, editor and owner was J.-L, Harquel; (see a short 
biographical sketch with LE COURRIER ); Belisle believed that LA 
TRIBUNE, Marinette, Wis. was an edition of LA SENTINELLE but according 
to the dates we found it is a continuation of it. 

No details known.

LA VIE (LIFE) (1890-92) 

It was the continuation of LE COMBAT, q.v. in Plattsburg, N.Y. 
(Ja”F 1889) and then in Chicago (Mr l889”l890) 


LA VIE was a Franco-American publication, written in French, "Catholic: 
3", a weekly newspaper; it was established (LE COMBAT:lasting "some 
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months" plus an interruption of "some months" may have filled the year 
1889 from March to its end; therefore we believe in the following 
starting date) in 1890 and may have expired in 1892, prior to My 14. 
Trftrault knew that Dr. Elz^ar Paquin of Chicago (he and Belisle used 
a BIOGRAPHIE DU DOCTOR ELZEAR PAQUIN by Abbrf T. Ouinet, which we were 
not able to find) had bought LE COMBAT from B. Lenthier in Plattsburg, 
N.Y. (who moved to Lowell, Mass.) which he published and edited in 
Chicago "somewhat more than two years" (Belisle: "almost 3 years"), 
certainly means including LA VIE. He went with the paper to Marquette 
and called it there LA VIE. It was politically Democratic and Paquin 
was of "fighting spirit" for that purpose. B. Lenthier purchased it 
back from him; Paquin remained editor, continuing the paper at Negaunee 
on My 14 1892. LA VIE was at the same time also published for Lowell, 
Mass, under the direction of Lenthier who used it with his chain of 
papers as editions of his own paper, LE NATIONAL in Lowell as 
propaganda papers in the election-year 1892. After the election was 
over in the fall, most of those papers, also LA VIE, died. In Belisle' 
book is a reproduction of the top of a title page of LA VIE, but place 
and date are not readable, only that Paquin was editor and proprietor. 

We know from Houle that Belisle's newspaper collection, of 
which the reproductions for his book were made, were, after 
his death, given to RWoU. There J1 9 1892 is kept of LA VIE 
but it cannot be the original of the reproduction Toecahise 
then Paquin was not the proprietor anymore. It must be from 
the time in Marquette.

It was a "Catholic:2" monthly society-paper, an organ of the Catholic 
Knights of America (not - it seems - of a branch in this place and not 
"of America", but of the branches in Michigan). It was established in 
Ja, just prior to the 24th (when it was announced) of 1880; we don't 
know how long it lasted. Its publisher was the society; its 
"assistant" and "local" editor was Dominick K. Ward (not editor of the 
main organ), by chance living in Menominee; perhaps the editor had 
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changed to another place. Our source did not mention it - as far as 
we could see - anymore but brought often the activity of the 150 
branches which it already had on Ag 7 1880. 

Details: 32 columns, probably 8 pages to 4 column each), quarto in 
size (may be up to 11 x 13 inches), 50 cents.

is an edition of LE COURRIER, Bay City (q.v.) ( 1878 - 1887 ) 

This edition with a different title (therefore taken as an independent 
item), Franco“American, in French, "Catholic:3”» a weekly newspaper, 
was established together with LE COURRIER in 1878 ; we do not know if 
it lasted as long as 1887 or only to 1885 , which is as long as it is 
listed in Rowell. About its founder, publisher and editor, J. -L, 
Harquel, see with LE COURRIER a little biographical sketch.

for the first time in 1898 with 28 pupils, in 1899 with 40, in 1900 with 
$0 students. In those years were detailed advertisements in the 
MICHIGAN CATHOLIC. 

THE NAZARENE (0 l897"Je 1944) 

It was a "Catholic :1c" monthly, 1921 ff.:5 times a year, 1927 ff.: 
quarterly school-paper, started by the students of Nazareth Girls 
Academy, also 1924 ff. with the College added. The editors were only 
given with pen-names; none of the Sisters of St. Joseph was listed as 
supervisor. The paper brought, besides school news, the results of 
the student or literary efforts: stories, poems, essays.

illustrated.

This was a "Catholic :1c" parish-paper, frequency unknown; it may have 
been established prior to 1895, when it was mentioned in the AMERICAN 
ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW, it is not known how long it lasted. About the 
founder and editor we were told by Rev. Charles Van Colen of the 
parish in 1962 that it was probably Rev. Joseph Schrembs, perhaps as 
long as he was with St. Mary's (acc, to the CATH. DIR. He is listed 
as assistant from 1890 ff., as pastor l893”96, until he was transferred 
to St. Mary's, Grand Rapids; later bishop of Grand Rapids, Toledo and 
Cleveland).

Conclusion: 


Only through the personal initiative of Fr. Richard was it possible 
that Michigan, beginning a newspaper much later than the Eastern States, 
had an earlier semi-Catholic paper in 1809, to be admired though it 
disappeared after the attempt. The following French papers are normal 
since the population was mainly French in the first period to 1833. 

After the 1809 attempt an English diocesan paper was tried in 1843, 

1357, and 1868 until finally the attempt of 1872 was able to live (with 
changed title) to 1964, being the only item of Michigan to survive so 
long, now 91 years old. That, besides the early attempt (Aurora), no 
other German periodicals appeared may have as its reason that Milwaukee's 
early papers substituted until 1875 when the Stimme der Wahrheit covered 
the need for the following 43 years. For the Pol’es'7 "arriving later in 
Michigan, the first paper (1874) left the state after a year but a Polish 
Catholic paper beginning in 1885 (with different titles) was not 
interrupted for 69 years. 

’•Firsts” : 

1. Michigan Essay was the first periodical publication in Detroit 
and the Michigan Territory; it was the first semi-Catholic 
weekly newspaper in the U.S.: on Ag 31 1809,
